Notwith- 
staudiii!;' the pi ejudiee arising from in>VL*lt\, 
and the ditllculties they ha*l to encounter from 
the low ehl), no^ to say the depravity of na- 
tional taste, siieh was tho success of their 
Kxhihiliotis, that, in a ^ cry shot t timi', they 
acctifiiii luted a fund of h\e or six thousand 
pounds; *and though subsisting in this loose 
and detached slate, without the patronage of 
rank, or |lie aid of wealth, tin y wire eiiuhicdj, 
from their ow n ellorts, to open the most cheer- 
ing pi ospects U) their brother ai tists, and to 
hold out to the kingdom the institution iflT 
a school ol national dehiieatioii, fiom which 
its taste might hi^corrccteil, and its coiiiiiierce 
improved. 

'1 he tranquillity of llii.> society was first 
distiii'lied by iiiti igin s aiisinjf amongst them- 
selves. In a stiugale to obtain the gi^vern- 
iiiciit of this iiislitiition, tw-i>» pifitiiH w'cre 
formed, of the most opposite and hostile in- 
terests, headed by two arehitei ts. Mr. Chadi- 
hers, aftei wards Sir AVillium Ghambns, was 
at the head of one party; and Mr. Payne, a 
s;entlcmaii of eoiisLilcrable eniiiicncc in his 
profession, goveriud the other. Roth o/ these 
gentlemen hiiiig m the Directory, and each 
struggling for an uircndaiicy over fhat hodj', 
the interest of Mr. Payne prevailed at a geni’- 
ral election, and the friends of the latter alone 
were admit led. • 

This was a fatal blo'iv to the p^ace of the 
soeiety; most of the distinguished artists 
withdrew ; and that they might still enjoy the

dour of passion. In the innorenee of my heart, 
indfcent us it niaj .sound,] became enamoured 
of God. 

“ Hitol I at this moment fallen into the bands 
of some iji).slical sect, 1 .slionld scarcely have 
eseapi'd with 111^ reason. '1 he woi id would 
• probabl) have seen in me a second (duyon, or 
JtouriLjiion lint my teacher, to wlioiii the sen- 
sibility of mi, ^oulgale the gieatest delight, 
because be was himself something of an en- 
thusiast, Was iilsjijm ed with my sensual at- 
tachment to tile fat tier of spi/its. lie zealously 
inculrat«*d the tnitbs of the Catholic religion, 
in wliieh I \\.-s educated but at the s?ime time 
warned me against all mydical, as well as 
free- thinking iicrclics .So niiicli the more 
wTriiily did he rec oinmeud to nn; the perform- 
ance of good works, the Mjbjnjvation of the 
passions, and resignation to the ilocrees of the 
Kternal. I'ruiii his instructions 1 brought back 
unsophisticated sensation.^, but the fnlf liiient 
of the ordinary duties of life appeared iiistitii- 
cient to iny warm iinaginAtioii. 1 wanted to 
sacrifice myself 3 I resolved to 1 enounce the 
world, and to go into a convent. 

You may conceive how my deteriiiinal ion 
w’as received in the house of my guardian, 
where every .sentiment liki those wbieli 1 stood 
ill need of, was n coin of an unknow n stamp.

A more* wncqiial pair than myself and the 
friend who for four^years constituted the hap- i 
pyiess of my life, fortune certainly iievei| 
brought together. Though the very reve^iso 
of myself both in ptM'son and mind, 1 conceived 
a stronger aflectioii for her than for ai^' otKT'i* 
object in tlie world, and in me alone she fotind 
what she sought in vain in ijieri ^nd woineu 
who 'I tie more like hersedf.

13iU mueh as she distin- 
guisheil herself from the rest of her sex, so 
mueh <!id she ditiVr from me. She be!ul*ged 
wholly to the world, which I W'as dcsirou.s of 
reiionnrnig, but only that she might, in the 
feeling of her own independence, set licr^elf 
:ibo\e all those demands wliieli the world of 
course made upon her. She, too, was iiullf- 
fermit about the opinion of others, more iii- 
flitVerent indeed than a woman ought to bej 
but not like me, from motives of religion. sSlie 
thought it ridiculous, in judging of our ac- 
tions, to pay any regaid to the opiiiii^ii of 
those who cannot be so intimately ucquniiited 
^witl^ us as we are with ourselves. She was 
conscientious, Iml onl^' from principle, and 
not ill order to comply with any rule. Frank- 
ness, linnioiir, and cnthtisiasm for

%vill observe, that they arc md, genc^’ally speak-

and I first visited that metropolis, rrom a 
gay, fiivoloiis, and foppish eoiiiiniiuity, tl^^-y 
are metaiiiorpliosed into a .serioii.s, plain dres- 
sing people, whose i^aiiiieis arej comparV 
lively, icpulsivc, and sometiim’s v< igiiig upon 
^brutality. . Tho.sP dreadful I'^ieessis which 
were pcrj»etrated during the stormy pc a inds of 
their revolution, have roughened their deport- 
ment, and stifled the gentler qii.'diliics of their 
hearts: in their emhavotirs to imitate John 
Bull, they have assumed his hluutnes.^, w ith 
Z 
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out the accordant sinrci ity of his niiftirc 

Every th'njf here is externnily Aitnfiriset!: the 
dress of the men and wunieii is altogether in 
the English mode ;,you must recollect that I 
am speaking of the capital, and not of the pro- 
rinres, Mberc the haliits of the people are 
nearly the same as her* toforc. Such an animal 
as 'A petit^maitre is very rarely to he seen, vet 
the principle of •k coxcomh is not wholly ex- 
tin giiislied, as it is frequently visitile in young 
men, who use speetaeles and optical gausses in 
public, without any inip<Tfeetion in the visual j 
organs. In the breed and inanngeinent of their 
horses they arc niiieh improved, aTid groat eii- 
coiiragenient is given by the FiyMu li govern- 
ment to this material point of social iinpiv»ve- 
inent All piTsons of either sex, who have 
any pretensions to fashioin; ride in the English 
niannrr; the ladies on side-saddles, and the 
g<*?itlrmen in rlos** hoots ; the enormous jack- 
boot, wliiell'we forinei K thought so ridiculous, 
is now abolished, or roiilineil to the postillions 
of the heavy diligences, or the < ouriors of the 
government. •. 

In the ceremonies ami pleasures of the table, 
the French are not nnu h changed, except \ 
that they admit more natnial, or nnsophisti- j 
eate<l, dishes »t dinner thnn formerly, and 
dine at a later hour in the day, TlieJ have I 
their pottage, bouilli, ruast meals, ragquts, eii- 
treim'ts, cakes, fruit, eollec, and Jiq^ienis ; 
taking each about four or five glasses of wine 
before the introdii<*tioii of the cdfl’cc; and 
.when they have drunk the 1i(|iieur, the whole 
party separates, t«> prcpaie for the farther du- 
ties or amusements of the evening. It is not 
the custom of France, as it is in I'bigland, for 
the ladies to withdraw into a saloon, while 
the geuYlemen enjoy (as Hiey pbrase it) the 
bottle \ for your (lallie neighlioiirs v<Ty pro- 
perly bc'lieve, in this instance at least, that no 
enjoyment cun he heightened by the absimee 
of beauty, and that tlic delicate autbority of 
female iiitlueiiec keeps the ruder passions in 
4 uboi'dinatiun. 

In answer to your question about the pre- 
sent state of feiiiaUx morals in this capital, 1 j 
am conipelled to observe that tliey arc in a | 
state of great relaxation, not only here, but 
utmost in every part of France that I have vi- 
idted i and., indeed, the <‘ercinony of marriugc 
had become of little weight, from the ease and 
irresponsibility with which its holy ordinaueVs 
were eluded or subverted by either*of the eon-* 
tracting parties. Divorces were obtained 
upon the ^^lost trivial pretexts, hutd;lie goverii- 
iiieiit ha^e instituted an examination into the 
abuses the ssicrwl obligations lif wedloek > 
and it is probable that divorces will not be ob- j. 


tained in future but upon a basis of serious 
necessity Before any person can marry now 
in Frunee, their names are exhibited by the 
magistrate' in a con.spieuous part of the towii- 
hall, or hotel de ville, of the place w'herc they 
reside, in order that all persons interested may 
have ail opportunity to forbid the union, upon 
proper ai#d well-founded representations: 
after that ordeal, they are formally contracted 
and registered by the magistrate, and then 
publicly married by their respective priests, in 
tin? cathedral, eliiiidi, or chapel, to which 
they may belong 

'riie ]>ulicc of Paris is, I believe, the most 
coniprtdieiisive estabiishmeiit of that nature 
that \^as ever funned in any nation. 1 can- 
not give yon a detailed, but 1 will give you 
a brief ‘'idea < f its power, privileges, and 
effect. 

'Fbf ofTiee of the general police is upon tlie 
Qiiai Voltaire, wliere four counsellors of state 
woik every day w itb ibe minister of the police, 
ainl are ehargi**'! with the necessary eurres- 
poiidenee of the office. The piefvtlure of the 
police is situated in the court of tU* palace 
justice, wliere the pretV et gives public aiidien<‘e 
every Monday at noon, to receive the lesser 
order of eom|daiiits. The general police of 
Paris maintains a vig’.laiit conTspondenec 
Ij with all the diqiartiiicMts of the Freindi empire, 

!• and its orilers are enforci'd with a proinptitinh* 
j tljjit is nstonisbiiig, M ben an alien arrives 
jj at a port, or frontier town in France, he de- 
livers bis passport to the secretary of tlie 
niayor,wlio retains it; and after demanding bis 
oceiipatiQn, and the name of the p''iee to 
j] which be is travelling, ‘Hie gives the stranger 
another passport, in which hi.s age and person 
are accurately described, l^pon this official 
w.'''Tant lie travels, in a direct lino, to the des- 
tined place, where he presents himself to the 
police, iknd finds his original pa.s.sport depo- 
sited: here he receives a formal permission 
from the government to reside for a specified 
period; and, at his departure, he receives lu.i 
original passport, which enables him to leave 
I the French empire withont molestation. All 
I Pt* rsons w’lio reside in Paris, or any other city 
in France, are not permitted to change their 
liofecl, or lodgings, without infunniiig the po- 
licl of their riuuoval, and receiving a new 
VI Jrant; nor can any^ftiuitre (Thuttl admit you 
as 1 lodger in his house/^ without informing 
thelpolice also; as, in rase of iion-perform- 
aiice, he would be liable to vTi y serious pains 
and inenaltics. 1 think 1 see your generous 
nature revolt at such instances of despotism, 
which arc so opposite to the benign spirit of 
tlm British constitution, and as minecessajcy 
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AS rlisji'ustuig to llie loyal disposition of a Bri- 
tish subject. 

Paris is siirroinidcd by htirricres, or jfatcs, 
which arc connected witl» each oilier by hifth 
walls or sti'oiiiT fences ; and it is impossible to 

• pass through these, at any time, without heiiii? 
liable to a strict personal exuniination, so that 
no criminal can ciscapr but uitto |;*'reat difti 
culty'j and in some solitary instances, whertk 
they have contrived to elude th^i« fiance of 
t4ie inetroporiUin police, I hey have been eventu» 
ally Jivrested at the frontier towns, by means of 
the l(‘]e^raphie dispatches 

It is also at these pjales where they collect 
the tax called VovtuHy which is a species of

The lilirarics of Paiis, are w’ell furnished. 
The prineipal is the Imperial library in Rue 
Richelieu, which is open to the public every 
Tuesday and Friday, and to men of tetters 
every day. King John collected the prst rle- 
iiieiits of this library. Charles V. inelhodisrd 
and added to it, but it heeanic considerable 
under the great Colbert, viho cnuseA this build- 
ing to he raised, for the purpose of augoiciiiiiig 
it, and giving it an air of national dignity. 
They have preserved here the original letters 
of Henry IV. to La belle d’Kstrecs, and some 
MSS. of Louis XIV. 

Resides this there arc the lilirnries at the 


great Moliore belonged to it in lt).'»o. They 
art here the most finished productions of the 
(lallic Muse, whieh are not, at this period, in 
a state of' enviable perfection.

Academ'w Impcriufr de Musique^ or imperial 
miisieal ac'idemy, is in the middle of the same 
street. This magiiifireiit estahlislinienl is 
somewhat similar to your Opera-house, with 
this ei^ential dilVeroiuT, that the operas of 
Paris are given in the,veriineiiLir tongue, whilst 
those ui' LoncV>n are in Italian: so that the 
former arc iiinlerstood by all the auditors, and 
Hie la'iter by net more than tme in ahiimlied. 


College Mafiarine, the library of the liistilnte, 
and the library of the Arsenal, all of wliieh are 
open to the public. 

1 forgot to notice that the Iniperi:d library 
has been inueh enlarged by the presc*iit lunpc- 
ror, >vho bus enriched it with a gieat nuiiiher 
of valuable MSS. and books brought froiA con- 
<fuercd nations. 

'Fherc are twenty-four theatres at Paris, 
and they are all crowded on lmhd.i)s, and 
purtieuluily on Sundays. As it is indispen- 
sable to give the Parisians nineh iiox elt} , tin se 
thoatre.s arc supplied by a legion i.l^ uiithors, 
aiiioniiting (in ]S(i-l) to two tlioiisaml one 
huiidr^t'l and forty-two; eumpiTheiidmg tragic 
and comic poets, iiiclodraniatists, moiiodra- 
niatists, vaiidevillists, parodists and paiito- 
niiinists. Some of their pieces are so Hueei'ss- 
ful as to^'draW fall housed for one .hundred 
and fifty nights, in a season, although (he 
vast majority soon sink into oblivion. 'I'lie 
picfcs are ajiproved, or leji eled, by a literary 
committee of three censors, ajtpointed by the 
government, who are unconnected with the 
parties : nor is it in the pow'er of a nxaiiager to 
cashier a performer of merit, without an ap- 
peal to these commissioners. When an actor 
or actre.ss of celebrity becomes superannuated, 
they an* pensioned by the gov«*niiiieiit, who 
properly tliiiik, that those who have coiitri- 
lu ted to til*' public pleasures, should be sus- 
tained, ill the decay of nature, b> public gra- 
titude. 

Theatre Frnn^oisy or FiTiieh thealtr, is now 
ill the rue Richelieu, or, aceonli ig to the 
republican Jioiiieiiclature, Rue ue hi This 

dramatic establishment, which is the most 
classif^rof its kind in France, be^^an at the 
Hotel Bourgojney rue Maucoiiscil, in 1549. The 


i l‘ln*y have the good sense to prefer the Italian 
and German music to the I reiieh, w hit li is 
'coinmonly conle'nptil)Ie,w ith the cxeeplion of 
the produetioiis of Gretry, and a few other 
eoniposers. Rut the opera <d Paris, like that 
with you, is only a soeoiulary object with the 
public, as it is tin* excellenee of tbc ballets, or 
tiaiices, whieh attract their notice ; and, as the 
superiority t»f the Frenel:, in dancing, remains 
uncoutestetl, I shall merely observe, that Ves- 
tris, w bom we reineinbt‘r to have been rt'i og- 
iii>*ed as “ the fiod of Dance,” is now sborn of 
lii.N beams, by aiioUit r capering ilcity jeleped 
Dnport. 

'^riie lirst appeavhiiee of .Signora Catalan i in 
Paris, was at this tbealre ; and t»ii tbtoniglit 
apjn-opriated ftn her beiirfit, all the tieke t.s for 
the boxes were sold at the eiiormuns price of 
louts <r at. s each. The imperial family was 
prweirt, and the house was very full. 

Ojhta Vomique Kntiomily is in the Passage 
Feydeau. It is on this theatre where they 
exclusively act such national operas as arc 
correspondent with your “ Love in a \ illage,” 
“ Inkle and Varico,” &c. 

Thcatic lAmvoU, or Theatre de V J niporat t ici y 
is in rue dc Luuvois. The remnant of the 
ftalinii comedians are .allowed to pertorni at 
this place, twice in each week. 

Tftnhitre Taudvi illey me ile (Chartres. 

I'Vieatre iMonfansiery is situated iiiidi*r the 
galleiiesof tlie Palais du Tribiiiiat, and w as 
formerly called le Theatre de Hvaujolaisy in 
compliment to the Orleans family. Here they 
perform operas, and minor comeilies.

Theatre des Danseurs Voltigeunt^ is on the 
Boulevard du Temple. Here they tumble^ 
and dance on the slack and tii^ht rope. 

Theatre de^ Jeunes Gtnncdiensy is in the Jardin 
des CapuciiiCB, or (ilarden of the Capuchin 
Con%'ent. 

Thtalre des Omhres ChinoLsfSy is in the Palaio 
dll Tribiiiiut. 

Theatre MeUimquey is in the rue Ncuve-dc- 
la- Fontaine. ^ This is an exlnbition somew hat 
similar to the Eidophnsicony which was j^iven in 
•London about fourteen years ug;o. They re- 
present the rising and setting; of the sun, the 
effects of a •torra by sea and land, &c.

1 shall speak of him with truth and 
impartiality, and above all tliing^s adhere to 
Vliat I have my self w itnessed. • 

Vonr highness is not a stranger to the state 
of Russia, pre> ions to the reign of Peter ; you 
aie aequainfed with the violent measures 
w hieh his prederi ssors had adopted to inaiutaiii 
it ill that slate, and tlm rigorous ]uinishiuciit.s 
which were inilieted on those siihjecls who 
dared to travel beyond its frontiers. Peter, 
who thought diifereiitly, took e>^ictly the 
po'ote path He perniitled the Russians to 
visit foreign eouiitries, and gave them fiiiiiself 
the example. During his travels, he associ- 
ated w‘itli statesmen, w’arriors, artists, and in 
short, learned men of every description ; from

tills he gathered much knowli dge,wbirli, aiiled 
by tlii^ counsels ot^ l^efurt and Patkiil, fitted 
biiii to give Russia a new' form of govenimciit.* 
The measures be enforced will make bmi ever 
be eonsi^lered as an uecomplislied soviTcigii, a 
skilful general, and a faithful, generous, and 
bi nevolent frii iid. AfteP having perused iiiy 
account, ytiiir bigbiiess will decide wbctlier the 
Czar be not deserving of all these titles. 

Peter is tall, and of u well pioporfioncd 
figure ; his complexion is very animated, his 
<*ycs announce genius, and a determined cha- 
racter*, his teeth are white and rcgiilar, and 
his hair, curleil by flic hand of na'tiiref is of a 
che.sftiit hrow'ii. His coiuitenanco is ugree- 
ahle, and bears testimony to the candour and 
goodness of hi.s heart. He speaks kindly to 
every one, and tin* smile ever reiwly to play 
upon his lips wins universal admiration. On 
his return from Holland, he commonly spoke 
the language of that country 5 hut since hebriB 
improved hiiir^elf in tlie,(;erniaii by bi^ fre- 
quent eonversjilioiis vutli the ofliccis of that 
nation, he seem^ to prefer their IringuMg..- to 
all others. The Ru.ssiuii is almost totally ba- 
nished from his court it is very seldom tliat^ 
the Czar expresses himself in it; and his ex- 
ample being a kind of law for his subjects, the 
Ckrinaii language has for some time made a 
very great progress in Russia. 

The Czar is of an uniformly robust consti- 
tution ; lie has always sought to .strengthen it 
M by fearing ueitber cold nor heat, wind nor 
H rain, .suow nor ice. Nature seems to hav« 
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ftn'nirfJ liim to resist tlir erreatest fatigue, and | 
Ik* sleeps more romfurtably in his tent than in i 
Ins palace at Moscow. From this proceeds ' 
the c'qiianimity of his temper, and that gaiety ' 
which rarely forsakes him, and which gains ' 
him so many friends. When he gives audience 
to a numerous assembly, he is not for an in- 
stant inattentive. He does not take oflence 
at being addressed with a certain degree of 
holdnefs, nor at being asked fnn',sliona, even 
when they interrupt a com ersatioii. ^Hc can- 
not exist without socic ty ; thus liis court fob, 
low him almost tvery where. I had heen told 
in f lermniiy, that he disliked to ho surrounded 
with St ranged.', but I have found this to be 
precisely tlie reveise. 

Magnanimity is the most prominnit feature 
of bis rliaracter ; be regards passion as a 
W'rakncK.<, and struggles to .stifle if wbeiievcr 
he feels himself assaulted hy it. 1 one day 
heard hiuo say, “ H is true, I very sensibly 
feel an injury, but 1 never meditate rcvoiigc.’’ 
— “ My enemies," addeil he also, “ wish to | 
make me la- t bought a barbarian, Imt Jet ns 
have patienee, siiid I will justify mjself in 
the eyes of the whole uui\erse." 

Nothing ran betler ju’ovc tin* genert»sity of 
'-his mind than the manner in uhieli he treated 
his prisoners of war after the battle of PuUaw a. 
H<* restored to the geuere.ls and oflieers not 
only tlieir suords, hut tin ir aeeoufreinents 
and their servants, and on reeeiviifg ♦Ileir pa- 
role, allowed them to return home. He 
caused the soldiers to bo commodioiisly lodged 
in tovns, where‘tbey were trdieii the greatest 
care of. He granted bis esteem, a)id even liis 
friemlsbip to many of tliese prisoners, ar.d 
airuoiigst the rest, to j'Mar.shall ftlK iiiscliild, 
wlinse 'word he boasts of* wearing _ 

The Prince of Wirtembiug having •been 
wounded and taken prisoner in this buttle, tin* 
C/ar caused as mueli attention to be paid liiiii 
as to himself. He was in a fair way of rieo- 
vering, when being very desirous of t iking the 
air, be «|uitted bis ebaiiiber too soon, txpe- 
Vieiieed a relapse, and died. The ('/.ir, who 
was well aequainte*! with his valour, and had 
been dt*sirous of winning him over to his sei- 
\ ice, was affected to tearsoii learning hisdeath.

I lio' il the |>ovr by fonnding hospital.'., and 
estaidisliiiig at Moscow a public pharmaev, 
which alone cost him above (wi-lve lliousaini 
pounds. All those who are employed in it, as 
well as the medical men of the town, are siip- 
perled at the t\ pence of the slate, 
j 'NVilh respect to ^military talents, the Czai 
1 may he put in coinpelition with the lirst cha- 
1 raeleis of this century. Ills toresight, his 
' pic.senrL’ of mind, aud his daiintUss couiagc, 
1 arc well deserving of ad mi rat ion. He exjiosed 
I his person so inneh at Ihillawa, that his hat 
■ was pierced h\ several bullets, aud he had a 
i hoise kilh d under him. H\; ranged his troops 
j in soexciUent an order for battle, that the 
! King of Sweileii said to his general, I could 
utver have l)eliev»,d that the Yloscovit^s eould 
Irave placed themselves so advantagi onsly, 
though the Priiiec who eomriiands them, has 
ov. iictl that he owes to Ids enemies the

war. 

The Czar’s land forces are v<Ty ronsider- 
a])le ; they arc* rate?!! at tliree liundrecJ tlioii- 
uand men, inclvdin!' the s:arrisons.

Oil this occasion Pi^Jtcr, who*'abhois j 
the infidelity of subjects towards their sove- j 
rcijjn, made the bitterest reproaches to the [ 
ma;»‘ nates of Poland for not haviiur better 
stood out ill defence of their kincr, VVith what 
eagerness, w ith what pleasure tlid be renew 
his uliiauee with Prussia and Denmark! What jj 
aiVeetionate regard he teslitied towards his I 
Danish majesty, in the person of the Prince I ! 
of Coiirlaiid, to whom he^has resolved to return 
his rstat«‘s, hceausc he was the friend of his 
father ! J ii short, td possess the Czar’s friend- 
sliip may he considered aii inestimable bles- 
sing His invariable maxim is, that the 
promise of ^ sovereign must be hejd sabred, 
oVii should the loss of his states follow its || 
fnitiliiieiit ; for, adds this inagnaniniousji 
prince,—” U is better to loic a crown thanlj 


forfeit one's honour." — Peter watclirs care- 
fully lest any thing might tarnish his glory. 
It is well known how high Prince ^lenzikoff 
ranks in his favour on aivount of the services 
whirh he has received from him, and the af- 
fection which this prince has always shewn him 
from hiH iiif.incy h^ has overwhelmed him 
with honours and rioheM, has given him the pro- 
vince of I iigria for him and lu<« heirs forever j 
and, iiioreiA'er, has made him geiKMMlissiiiio, 
with tile power of traii.sactiiig all military 
aflairs without eoiisuiriiig any one, to make 
whatever proinoliuiis and changes ho pleases 
among the officers and genciaj|i. The Czar, 
how'cver, dves not reganl with anger those 
wlift murmur at being obliged to sulmiit lo 
the generalissimo's authority, pavtieulavly 
when distiiiguishcM officers are in the case. 
By these means he often has it in his power 
to retain in his service many military men, 
wlio liaving some cause for *iisconteiit, 
solicit their discharge. Far from roproaeli- 
iiig them viilh their want of subordination, 
or making any complaints even w'hen ho has 
some reason for it, he only tells them how 
much he. shall regret their loss, gives them 
their diseluirge without any hesitation, and 
by this genovous comhie.t attaches them for 
ever hia interest. Numerous examples of 
this 11*1 lire might be related, especially to- 
w'ard‘| fo|;eigners; but generally the C'zar'& 
kindness, ^niid the admiration which liis exalt' 
ed qualities inspire, make them forget their 
friends and their own eonnt^-y. 

He dues not display less skill in drawing 
towards him foreign o^Kcers whose merits 
are known, particularly when he has some 
iiitiinntioii of their being prepossessed in his 
favour ; and when Ids point is gaiiiedV* never 
fails to recoiiii»enee them accoiding to their 
services. A foreign general sent him some 
new models ill plaster, an cl tlescribed some other 
niilitury inventions of great imp'^rtanee ; hiu 
sovereign liowever hearil this, and uvclercd 
him to be arrested, and sentenced him, uii-« 
heard, to be confined two jears in prison. 

As soon as be was libeirateil tlie Czar called 
"idiii to Ids court, appointed him to the rank ol 
major-general, with a reveiiiu' of three thou- 
sand crowns a month, and six thonsaud more 
for the expenccs of his^ establishment. Yoi* 
highness w'ill not liave forgotten that a prince 
of Darmstadt, who sensed in the Czar’s army, 
f as woundfd in the battle fought with Gcnc^ 
ral Luewcnhaiipt, and died in eoiiscqucnee * 
the gratitncki of his young sovereign granted 
au annuity of sixteen tl|oiisand crowns for 
life to his heir. 

It w’ould be wrong to conclude from these 
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instar.crs of liberalify that eroiioiiiy is not 
one of Peter's virtues, or that ho lavishes his 
favours iiKiiserimiiiatrly. lie does not spend 
a single ducat uithtfat knowing to whut pur- 
pose it is applied; and every reward lie ho- 
slows has been Tiieriled either by military c\- 
phnts, wisdom in eonnpil, or s«ime other iiu- 
lional benefit. 'J'his prince is well aeqnaiiitcd 
with the value of uion<-y, and is the more 
sparing of his treasures as he A unwilling 
to burthen his subjects with taxes. N'^t long 
ago some foreign powers iiivit<’d him to lend 
thorn considcnihle sums, and pointed out the 
means of lev^ving them immediately on his 
people, hut he answered lln in;*— “ IMy sub- 
jects arc my children ; money is the Loul 
of war, its source must never be exhausted. 

I must spare my peoph?' and my treasures 
if I wish that my empire should flourish, and 
the great work which I have undertaken 
‘should trrininale snceessfully ” Thceucrease 
of trade whieh he strongly enconrages in liis 
dominions, has already augmented ihc opii- 
lenec of the state and the wraUh ot individuals. 
The revenue of that with Pcr.sia aniU'hiiia 
aceording to the latest ealeuliitioes, l\j'0 mil- 
lions and a half of crow ns thighcr than befun' 
Ids reign 

Iron, so abundant in the Itnssian min*es, Iml 
till now looked upon as unht to ho worked, is 
since the arrival of the skilful worI;p)eiM\\ honi 
the Czar has brought with him fVpm foreign 
lands, rendered as usiful a> that ofuiiy other 
conntry ; with itall kinds of weapons, inslni-

As uii example of llie purity and 
l^ruiKleur of his taste, wc have only to refer 
our readers to that perpetual mouumeiit of 
his fame, Ihti froiil of Whitehall. In this 
noble work wc behold the taste and science of 
Palladio, the pride of Italian architertiire, 
founded upon those which marked 

the Greeks iii the best irrsi of their arts. 

The next of rur c<mntryn^£n uho distin- 
guished himself ill architecture was Sir Chris- 
topher Wren. His structure of Paul’s, 
the interior of St. Stephen’s, Walbrook, St 
Bride’s stieple, Bow, and other prominent 
works of ar ij^b i tec t lire wliich adorn the city of 
Loinhm, are1?V'.iricient testimonies of the gran- 
deur and rehiiciiient of his taste, which, like 
that <rt»J*ii^redecessor Inigo Juiits, was fouAd- 
cd upon the styjc of (irt'cce and modern Italy. 
These buildings arc not only the pride of Fng- 
lishm/;u (particularly ',j4^dome of St. Paul's,) 
for the traiiscciidiiig purity of their taste, and . 
the inajesty of their structure, but are tlu‘ i 
adHiiratioii of the refined and scientific in 
every part of the w'orld. ^ j 

Sir William Chambers, in his building of 
Somerset- Place, and Mr. Robert Adaip, in his ' 
numerous private slriictc.res in diHerent parts 
vif Eugland, laboured jointly to support the 
solid principles and refined taste of llieir pre^ .j 
decessors, and to i inbelli.sli their native couii- \ 
tries with the best models of Italy and Greece ; | 
and at this period, tin: I’uiitheon, in Vixford- 
stre(!t, iiiuintaiued the science av J purity of:

Such was the progress of architectural 
science, and such the attempts which had been i 
made by a succession of artists, to inuintuiii ' 
its pwrity and refinement, and preserve nil i 
those qualities of the art wdiich Gjx\ce had 
urigiiiated, and Italy restored, from the resign 
of diaries the First to the demise of rhauibers 
and Adam, in the present reign. IVoni that 
period, we arc compelled to acknowledge the 
rapid degeneracy and depravation of all ttose 
principles of the art, — of it.s piuily, its re- 
fiiicment, its majesty, and its principles of 
. seienee. Wc urc!*cundeiimed to lament P'e ! 
suhver.sioii of true taste, more particularly in ' 
religious structures, and the prevalence, of ' 
that architectural cu]n'ice, which, founded on \ 
a Gothic origin, and vitiating even this ini- | 
perfect model, by a wild and injudicious ap- I 
plication of it, has reduced the art so much in 
the scale of science, that we scarcely recognize 
the dignity of its fir^t origin, in ecclesiastic 
edifices, or can be tmahled to recal the- pci*- 
firfi-m, the tast. j and the majesty, of vihich 
II vvas once susceptible. 


It is blit just to sa^ that the magnificent 
structure of the Abbey at houthill can have 
no share in this imputation.

I’roiii b ar of aiiotlun* chastisemeiil Licwa* 
aiVaid lo appear Infore his father ; he stole 
prbpti ly into tin house, and coiicea’a d him- 
self in a ehainkt'r, wdierc he could over- 
hear the conversation of his parents jriiero 
he pas.sed the iiiglit ; hot the iie\l day, to easo 
thei^ luqiiutndc at h:s alisciiee, hr appeared 
bi'forc tlum. H is sorrowful < ountiMiam'e, his 
plaintive ami >,iniplo tale, dissipated the anger 
tiu-y had eoneeived. 

It wes soon resolved that he should emhraco 
the lirst opportunity of a leeommeiidatioii to 
tlu! Caracei Rut /iimpieri was too poor to 
afford the ex pence of educating his son under 
tlio.;e masters 

Doiiiriiiro oflererl, as a conipcnsatioii, to 
undertake those oflices in flu* school which 
helofigeil til the servants ; for such was liis 
loveottlie ill i, and so strong his desiio of re- 
! reiving instriietuuij from those illustrious 
[ mMster«!, that he was\iot ashamed of any ser- 
! vdv ron:l(‘.sc«'iisioiis, provi Um’ tlu’y w'cre not 
I ilishoi'.esl. 

Auguslir.n, to whom he v/jis first presented, 
introdiiet'd him to his cousin Louis, who re- 
ceivtM him with kindness horderiug on afl’ee- 
lion a«i they had been both equally ill used by 
.'i llicir first niaslcr. 
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Admit t(^d in tlic srlmi)! of tlic Caracri, | 
^oiiicnic’o laboured with unwearied assi- ) 
cluity. Ho applied himself not only to the j 
mere i'op\iii^ of the drau iii;^S|Of ifu^ustino, 1 
of wiiicli lie strove to imitate the outliiief^with | 
exactness, but his ambition w:i# more nobly 
directed to rateh the character and expression 
of the passions, and to investigate Ihe causes 
which made them strike, as well as the exterior 
symbols of tly art. His masters, wbife they 
prtiisi'd his diligence, predicted his future 
emiin'iic**-, but the scholars forineil an opinion 
]e«;s advantageous of his genius. They were 
pri judiced by bis timidity, basbfiiliiess, and | 
plow ness in receiving bis lessons; llicy wen 
eoniirmed in their unfavourable opinion^wlieii • 
they looked to the uiaiiner s^liis study i^g. fie 
appeared to labmtr little, and all^'Cted nothing 
of that ir onipTitml'* aii«l teii4erily wliicj^ are 
often mistaken for maiks of genius. Tliey 
had themselves adopted this system of judg- 
incal from the example of Louis (’nvaeci, wbo^ 
bad obtained hy long praetiee, that faeility of 
peneil which is worthy hot of little esliviii iin- 
le.s nil lied with the imyvicsseiitial qualities 
of (be art. lJut Domenico did not sulVer 
biiiiself to be seduced by a superlieial merit ; 
indefatigable in bis labours, airtl earnest in 
pursuit of pel fiction, be was never eonlented 
with bimself: be was restless uiiil thoughtful 
before be liegan a work, was ifonstaiitlj^ ef- 
faeing, and commeiii'ing anew, and was deoplf 
afliieteil by every imaginary failure. Healed 
by the study of the ji. et.i ayl bistoriaus, bis ; 
mind caught the spark ot sympathy from 
ih‘’m,*aiid ho attached himself to pathetic 
subjects. 

Ill order to catch the true 
character and nature, be frequented (lie scenes 
of public roncourse, observed tilt artless vivj#- 
iMty of the young, the tardiness and grj^vlty of 
the aged, the soft emotions of women, and the 
greater dignity and energy of iiiaii in the vi- 
gour of life \^'rapped up in bis cloak, he 
took slight crayon-sketebes of llieir diltenuil \ 
attitudes, and I'eliirned home to liiiisb tbeiii 
while the iinagc.s were ycl fresh in bis mind. 

The singiilai ity of ( liesc studies, little knowui 
or followed by bis companions, contributed to 
separate him from them, and continued the 
opinion they already ei^ertained of bis indo- 
lence, irresolution^aiid incapacity. But, even j 
at this early age, he obtained a pre-emineiiee 
above bis rivals too exalted for envy to dis- 
pute. 

Louis X'araeei had estaldisbed iii*liis s^liool 
a kind of public exhibition, in which the coiii- 
}K>sitiou of a draw ing chosen from history or 
* mythology was proposed to his scholars,^ and 


whoever suceei^ded best was lionourcd with the 
title of Privee of' the Academy — Domenico 
contrived to introduce, privately, his own per- 
formance among those of»bis rivals, and bia 
drawing w'as adjudged the snpcrioiity three 
times successively, w ithout a detection being 
made of the prosj^i'rous^candidate. Lvery one 
was surprised that the aiitbor of such success- 
ful w'orks sboiyd refuse tbc« honour of being 
known and admired fur them ; and aft^‘many 
fruitless^nquirics among bis piipil>, Aiigiistiiiu 
nddres.scd bimself to Donieiiico. His si- 
lence and modesty betrayed him, and (he con- 
tempt wbirti bad been lulberto entertained of 
bis talents w as jronverted iiituflUKt'em and ad- 
miration. "J’bis triumph was the origin of 
bis reputation ; and on aeeount u.bihis ex- 
treme youth, and eagV-rness t(Wtt1?Sffst his eoin- 
paiiions in their studies, he ‘Cceivcil from them 
as the testimony of friendsbip, the sur« 

name of “ The IhvnemcfnnOj'' an lioiiour which 
he rMained tbrongbont bis life. 

It was then that he began to handle the 
pencil. His first drawings, tbougli not cx- 
eenled with inneli faeility, shewed a justness 
of expression, and a force of fjtefy which none 
of his sehool-fellow'^ could attain, though they 
worked with more expedition, and, frequently, 
vi'itli nnire iiuaginaiiun. Ia>nis Caraeci pro- 
posed him as an example to bis pupils ; for 
such was tlm ambition of Domeiiieliino that 
he aiifted at every parf of the uit, and, con- 
stantly cu^teiiiplatiiig and minutely inspecting 
I the woiks of his inasliu', he^ applieil biinself 
nut only to the composition and dis|A)sitioii 
of liis ilraw’ingh, but examined every thing in 
its (Jctail and progress. 

But if be appearerl slow in bis I'Oiir^ptions, 
r.nd ^illieult in the choice <»f his ideas, this 
j fAstidiunsness increased yet more when he 
I came to express them on canvas U lieii he 
. had drawn his outline and given the first 
, strokts of his pencil, lie reinaiiied^lixed with 
! sv'h ardour to liis labour, that he could 
; scarcely detach himself from it, even for the ' 
i eomiiion repose of iialuve. 

When he was more hdvaiiced in age lie 
formed a frieiidsliip for Alhaiio, with whom i 
, he hud pass^Ml iiiaiiy years. They studied to^. 
• gethcr •, and, aiming each at the same exccl- 
' leiicc, communicated tl^eir ideas, and assisted 
' each otlicr hy mutual advice. This friend- 
ship cuntiuued long uiiciu poisoned by jea- 
lousy . 

j They went together to Parma, Reggio, and 
Modena, wfiei e the inspection of the paintings 
of Corregio and Parmegiiqio instructed them 
how to unite the sublimities and the graces of 
I the pencil. 
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Some; time at'terwarils Albann went to Borne, 
to view the ^ullery which Annibnl Caracci 
had painted at the palace Fanieae ; and he 
promised DomeiiicLino, who wan nuich hurt 
by their separation, to return and cari*>' him 
to Home with him, where he uiii^ht expect a 
much better establishment tlinu in his native 
country. 

Six luonths p-TSsed after t\{e departure of 
Alb'iiiOj and Dornenichiiu> experienced no 
^ood elVects from his promises. Impfitieiit to 
jtiiii him, and inflamed by the sight of some 
drawings taken fiom tlie works of Annibnl 
C^n neri, in galh i y of the palace of Fariitse, 
wliieh AlbiiuR'kad sent to Lo.iis, to place in 
his school, be departed siidthoily for Rome, 
and reJVviijed bis friend, who little expected 
him. Their nV^iinacy was now unremittefl; 
they lodged in tluK^fiine house, and lived out 
uf a civ.nnioii pui sf foi^"o years. 

At the recoiiiniendotion of Albano, Do* 
ineiiicbino w'as received in the sehool of Aiiiii- 
bal, who was delighted at being able to attaeb 

pupil of such high hopes, to liiin.self, aiid*j 
formed a design of educating him as a rival to 
Ciuiilo, whose repiitalion be saw, witji some 
^jealousy, prevailing above that of bis other 
pupils. "NMiilc l.ouis, at Hologna, was op- 
posing Cjiiorchino to him, Annibal, eyiployed 
in the same project, was training npd)oineni- 
ebino, wlio.se superiority, in uiioiv respeels, be 
perreived over (Juido. He acetlerated bis 
progress by all means in bis pow'^ ■, and w as 
not slow in furiwshiiig him with an opportu- 
nity of eoming before the public with ad- 
vantage. 

Annihal, being obliged to employ Albano 
in the painf.ngs of the dispel Errera, and, for 
this jMirposc, to detach him from 'his employ- 
ment 111 the Farneru! gallery, orcupied Di- 
inenichiuo in this last work. He not only em- 
ployed him to till up his own skclclies, but 
tr.gjjgr.l him to execute a subject of his own 
iuvenlion in an apartment of the gartiuii 
adjoining to the gallery. Donicnieliino repre- 
sented Adonis killed hy the wild hoar. — 
The grief of Venus M as so wxdl expressed, andj 
the various actions of the Loves attendant on 
'her w ere so suitable to the object, that Annibal 
hiinsdf was even astonished at bis skill. 

'1 his V. .as ilic first pitJiurc that be puiiiled at 
Hi>ii\e. 

ili» knowledge of the art daily advanced, ns 
well in designing, as indisposing his figures, 
and more particularly in expressing the pas- 
sioii^. But the more Caracci W'as attached to 
liiWi^he more exposed was he to the jealousy 
of the other painters. Mortified at the in- 
crease of his fame, they endeavoured to under- 


mine it hy the mekaest artifices, and, un* 
happily, but too well Huceeeded. 

Lanfruiie, bis contemporary at the 8cboe4 oV 
the Carueci, began tl^o utiuck, and disparaged, 
on flM occasions, the perforiiianees of l)o- 
meniehino. Antonio (^urneci, the natural son 
of Aiiguslino, had the weakness and malic 
to join V. itb the enliiiiiniaiurs of this great 
painter. They pretended that Domeiiicbino 
waiiterithc spirit of invention, and that bis 
w oi ks (to adopt a cant phrase) pa.w. d ujtder )/;«• 
ffoke. 'riiey called him in derision, the O.v ; 
and this gave oerasioii to a reply of Aiinibars : 

‘ if be be nn Hv,” saiil lu‘, “ he is one wdio 
labours in a field wliicli will fertilise and 
iiuurf.di painting to all ages.” These seiiti- 
liients^of Aunibpl did ('qual honour to bis 
heart and judgment^ for of all the painters 
then living, (by only one wlitfcould give him 
umbrage, and dispute the first rank with him, 
was his pupil Domcmichiiio. 

^ Francesco Polo, master of the ceremonies 
to the Pope, to whom be bad been recoiii- 
ineiuled by Albano, on liis arrival at Rome, 
obtniiietl him the esteenn and protection uf 
M. I. JJ. Agnecbi, o}‘a distiiigiiislied family at. 
Bologna, and capable of estimating the merits 
of a Douieu'cbiiio. He perceived the injury 
wdiieli tin* foi tune ainf fame of this young 
painter susiaiiied from the detraction of bin 
enc^mies, anti resolved to rescue him fiom this 
t^iupieasant situation, and procure him some 
solid means of subsistence : he acordingly re- 
ctmi mended him to the patronage of his 
brother, the carliinal Jerome Agueebi. 

But the good intentions of the tw'O M others 
bad jiearly proved fruitless to Domenicliino. 

'ciuliarrassctl depurtment, liis excessive 
timjdity, and tardiness in developing bis 
abilities, prejiidiced tbe cardinal against him : 
who thought it impos'^ible that a man of dis- 
tinguished talents should want that species of 
ronfnlenec which mostly accompanies genius. 
But M. Agiicclii did not easily give up tbe 
cause of Dumenichino j and in order to erase 
all disailvantageous impressions, he caused him 
lopai.it privately, a picture in oil, representing 
Peter delivered from prison by the Angel j 
which when finished, he placed in the apart- 
ment uf the cardinal. When his eminence 
l)€beld it, he was envaptured ; he siiniinuncd 
theconnoiscurp, w'ho all declared it admirable : 
be then demanded the painter's name. His 
brother confessed the stratagem. The picture 
W'as placed in the cliurcli of St. Peter in Viii- 
culif; and the cardinal, from that moment, 
deetded in favour of Domenichiuo's pencil. 

It may be remarked, in the life of this artist, 
that he no sooner began to triumph over thi« 
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cruelties of liis fortune, ^lan sonic unforeseen 
accident involved him in new difficulties, aud 
tilij^lited his hopes in their bud. The cardinal, 
mIiosc favour he had so well earned, died a 
short time afterwards. ' 

* Domcnichino w'as employed ^to ornament 
the tonih of his heiiefaetor. He drew the de- 
sign of the monument j below he painted, in 
•an oval, the portrait of the cardii^al, support-J 
ed by two sphinxes. Ho was desiroii^ like- 
wise, tVoiii gratitude, to execute, with his own 
hantl. in marble, some other ornaments, among 
whicli was one ofthe two heads of a ram, which 
is to be seen at the front ofthe tomb. 

Convinced of tlie great talcwts of Homeni- 
ehiiio, M. Agucchi received him iiit(» hisiioiisc*, 
and gave him a pension, ^nse and trnn«|iul- 
lity were to him stronger motives fof giving 
himself up whatly to the study itfhis art. Very 
difi’erc'nt have been tluiir effeeJs on other* cele- 
l)rate<l artists, whom indt pendence has made 
indolent, aud taken away fi-tun them the relish 
of industry, and the taste of their science. • 

Ho here painted many pictures in oil, of 
various bizes. It was at this |rciiod that he 
painteil the greater proportion of his smaller 
works, whieh, having often changed U'cir 
place, arc now* exhibited to all Ivirope. I'hc 
principal ones are at^uris, and form a part of 
the Central Museum. • 

I\r. Agucclii was not back wari^ in employing 
the talciit.i of Domenu hino. Haring 
major doing to eaidinul Aldobraiidiiii, nephew 
of Clement the liighth, he proposed tothtcar- 
diiial the decoration of his ^illa at Belvedere, 
whichwvas tlieij building. Doiiienichiiio paint- 
ed the different subjects from the history of 
Apollo. 

Aniiibal Caraeei, delighted with the vigor- 
ous and scientific inaiiiicrof his pni>il, employ- 
ed himself in studying occasions to bring his 
lulent.^ into greater notice, and glv-e*thciii a 
more full and general scope: he engaged him 
to f^aiiit upon one of the gati'S of the gallery of 
rariiese, a girl with an unicorn, the device of 
the house of Fariiese. 

Domeiiichino was afterwards employed at 
the abbey of the Giotta i'ernituy ten miles from 
Jkonie, where he painted in the chupeJ, for the 
cardinal Odoard Faruesc, many of tlie uiiraeu- 
lous actions of St. Nil and St ilartholoincw, 
and other subjects of devotion. It w us Auuibul 
who obtained hiin^his employment. 


Among the pictures of this artist which en- 
joy the most distinguished reputation, there 
is one which w'e regard with a superior kind of 
attention, as it rccals an JntercstiAg event of 
his life: it is that in which St. Nil receives 
the visit of the emperor Otho the Third. The 
young man, in a rich habit, who appears leap- 
ing from a spiritf'd hoi%e, presents the portrait • 
of a young girl of i'rescati^ with whom Do- 
inenichino wa‘/iii love, and whom her parents 
had refused to betroth to him. * 

One cftiy she came with her mother into the 
chapel where ho was working; he seized the 
opportunity of taking her and 

placing it in hig picture Th^y^ange of dress 
roiiI|lnot so far disguise her features, hut th:it 
I the parents pcrceiveil it. Tliey resn^'d it to- 
wards Doinenicliinc'^ "'fio, ipAirti^ally timid, 

precipitately f[iiitted the *^WotLa I'erratu^ and 
returned to Rome. -^5?- 

If he found in Annibal Ctirarci a master w ho 
did justice to his merit, he possessed likewise 
in Albnno a warm friend, W'ln» neglected no 
opportunity of sei*\dnghiin. The ardour with 
which he espoused the interest of Doiiu-ni- 
ehino^ without any mixture of eii^y at the 
woiks of so powcrj^ul a competitor fur fume^ 
reflects the highest credit on his iiieipory. 

The Marquis Jiistiniani employed AIhuno 
in his iqausion ui Bassauo; and hearing from 
him scarcely any thing else hut the praises of 
his ftiend, he coufldtxi to Domeiiiehiiio the 
f one of the e.huinbcrs. 
esented here iiiaiij subjects from the 
histoi 7 of Diana. • 

The manlier in which be acquitted himself 
ill ^his work added greatly to his repulaltoii. 
Annibal, who was now lahoiiriqg i^ider the 
distj^inpcr which put a period to his life, <dj- 
kained, by the credit of the cardinal Scipio 
Borghese, that Domeniebiiio, whose skill in 
arrhitecture he well knew, should be iuliMslvd 
with the decoration of the int«rior of the 
c^iapel of St. Andrew, in the church of St. 
(jlre^ry, on mount Ca;lius. He proem ed for* 
him afterwards one of the larger pkturcs, 
w hich is still to he seen iA that chapel, fitiido 
w'ns appointed to paint the picture <9pposi.ti to# 
it.

Thk most frcqucntf^l of the pif )lic afiir- 
ileiis is Tivoli, whirli is in ihuRue Saint L^naie^ 
mill formerly bL'loagetl to Boutin tiio fiiiuncier. 
'I’his was lln<y}rHt garden which was opened to 
the public. Here they exhibit fireworks^, and 
have a^^^rclicstra well filled with instrumental 
performer^. y\\c ]u-iee , of entrance is three 
francs, or un Elfg^'ish half-crown. 

The garden of ;*'iti is on the Boulevard 
Italian*. This is the favSuritc siimincr prome- 
nade of all the voluptuous idlers of Parjs, of 
both sexes. But neither this place, nor Tivoli, 
is lo he compared with your Vauxhall gardens; 
I he dcdighls of which are more in roiisonauce 
with good sense Uiaii are to be found in any 
other public garden that 1 have seen <in any 
ipart of the universe. ’ 

111 the garden of the Capuchins, on the Bou- 
Icnnd f/rbdb/, are to be seen Comedians ies Mur- 
10)11 tics and I anlocini^ or puppet-shews, in the 
I'reiich and Italian manner ; an amp.'iithcatre 
fBt't/uitation^ or horse-riding ; another for dan- 
cers^ or rope-dancers j (las Escamo- 

taursy ijr juggler^*. Here you may behold la 
Puce sarantcy or the learned flea ; the sacrifice 
of Jeplitha ; L'Ane saianly or the erudite ass ; 
the tiger of Bengal ^ le concert hy dr auUqudy or 
water cCnceH, &c &c. " 

The public gardens, where all arc privHcgcd 
to enter without payment, on the observance of 
good manners, are the Thuilleries, the Champs 
Elysdeffy or^Elysiaii fields ; the Jardiri Souhiw, 
the Jurdin Puplws ; the garden of the Liixcin- 
hourg *, the botanic garden y the gardeii,oft\ie 
arsenal, &c. 

At present there i\re twenty-two newspapers 
publishefl in Paris, and each department hus^ 
its proportionate number. The Moniteur of 
trai ls is the paper in which are first published 
all the official notificatious of the goveriimeiit. 
Each paper, and every species of book, or 
pamphlet, is subject to a censorial inspection 
previous to publication. 

The Boulevards of Paris formed in the ear- 
lier ages the bulwarks of the cityr. they are. 
now ifontinued entirely round Paris, and make 
pci flaps the most vas-iegated and pleasant scene 
of perambulation in the world. It is scarcelyj 


possible to convey an adequate de.scriiilion of 
tlii.«< amusing scene, especially of that intcri sl- 
ing part which lies between Place Concorde and 
the Hue St. Antoine. 

' Platte Concordcy luTetoforc known by Ib^ 
name of Place Louis qiiinzcyis the spot where 
the lAc king and queen were giulloiiiied, 
and, eventually, a great nuinh/r of those ujio 
had Voted for the death of this hciiLvoleul 
suvcreigii. The same loathsome machine 
now used for the eoinmon iiialefaelora in the 
H'^/ace (le (irh:e. The viunains of Louis and 
Antoinelle were thrown, with quirk lime, into 
a rude grave made hi the cemetery of tlu; Mag- 
dulens, where they arh now maki'ig a foniida- 
lion for an iiiimeiise monument to the. lionoiu- 
ofllie grand armies of France. Here, by a 
rational inference, it may be supposed, that 
the dust of fills roynl pair will constitute a part 
of that cemert which is now binding the mar- 
ble bases of this temple. 

Uowstiongly this illuslratcs the reasoning 
of the immortal Sliakcspcar : — 

“ Imperial f'lesiir dead, and turiiM to clay, 

“ May stoji a hole, lo ^eep the wind UNfay.” 
Tlij5 r ;ad of the Boulevard is wide and well 
pTcscrved, and each of the foot-paths is lined 
witli^trees, which form a most agreeable shellcr 
tVom the hcaV of the sun, during the summer 
moiith;;. I have already enumerated the thea- 
tres whirli are on the Boulevards *, in addition 
to which there arc panoramas, gardens, hot 
and cold baths, greeii-hoiisc.s, over which they 
aiiiiounee the enjoyment of “ an eternal 
spring le Cas.ie cstaminety where you can 
enjoy your pipe, and coflec-houses' for tea, 
where you cannot. The surprising Furioso, 
the tumbler, dances before you on the tight 
and slack rope, with more holdness and agility 
than Richer, but iioVso easy and pleasing j 
whilst on the other hand y vi:u may see- feats of 
horsemanship by Fianconi, although very in- 
ferior to the graceful exertions of the younger 
Astley. Here are conjurors, who sell fortu- 
nate 'iiiimhcrs in the lottery for two sols each, 
who have not interest enough with fortune to 
procure a dcccut coat for thcmselv<is3 and. pro-, 
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VhccyitiG: Sybils, who ^«Annot divine at what 
moment the police will dissolve their spelts, 
Euud chain their own persons in durance vile. 
Ill the evening you hear a conccil in every 
avenue, and arc re{^aled atVhe corner of a 

• street by a rojirord minstrel, sinjging “Ihc de- 
lights of rural luve," m ho has crawled from a 
starving family in the Fauxbourg St. Denis, to 

• gather sustenance for bis olfspriii^. You are 
stunned with vticiferatiuns “ to walk an<f 

the facetious Mr. Punch and bis accom- 
modating spouse ; the giant and the dwarf; 
the Celebrated firc-oatcr from Lapland, Dutch 
birds taking a fort by storm ; the court of 
king Solomon in all its glory ; and the monkey 
shaving the cat. ^ • 

M'ben yon are disposed to retire from this 
noisy scene, you are civil ij'^desired tosoccupy 
a chair, for oi)f sol, where yo« may lounge 
and meditate, or participate tn the conx^rsa- 
t ion of surrounding belles ; as the ladies in 
France will engage in discourse with a well-bred 
man, without the dread of contamination froir# 
the interchange of polished sentiments. 

To sum up all iu a few words, the Boule- 
vards of Paris is one coiAinucd fair, where all 
ages, sexes, roiulitions, niul nations, appear to 
unite, to pass the vacant hours in chequered 
gaiety, and reduce th^ claims of w‘aut through 
the medium of pleasure. • 

I have now conveyed to you a tolerably cor- 
rect idi aof the present state of Paris, but here 
the pleasant part of the description ends ; the 
deparlinents of France are truly miserable^ on 
a euiiiparison w iih the couii4**^^ Liigland. 

It is in^pos.sih1e t<i stop at a towm, or village, 
ill the interior of Frauie, xvithout being nearly 
oveni liehned with beggars, who iiiipc*t^^nc | 
you for money with unceasing yells; ailtH 
whose squalid appearance shocks your feelings. 
"Nor is the appearance of France So beautiful!^ 
variegated, nor so luxuriantly fruitful, Eng- 
land. The climate is line and moderate, and, 
ill the southern parts, more genial than iu 
England, at least for a valetudinarian; hut for 
rural iniogcry, superb pleasure grounds, 
wholesome beverage, excellent viands, free 
argument, and honest manners, give me old 
England, which is, and T hope ever will be, I 
the scat of independence, and the garden of the 
world 

Yon have desired me t% give yon an idea re- 
specting the generqj character of the present 
Emperor of the French, and of the leading 
personages of St Cloud, and I will endeavour 
to present you with a slight sketch of the | 
parties. * 

Napoleon is about five, feet five inches iu | 
lieight, well made, and somewhat muscular :

it has been observed that, notwithstanding his 
fatigues, he has a tendency to he corpulent. 
His complexion is a pale olive ; his eyes pierc- 
ing ; his hair brown, cut short, and uniformly 
unpowdered. lie seldom smiles, and is, in 
the natural disposition of his mind, impetu- 
ous ; but he corrects tliis habitude by a power- 
ful coinmuiid Bf his •passions. lie is very 
abstemious, takes snuHT abundantly, and re- 
mains at diiii^ji* with the iifkpcrial family but 
thirty minutes, when they dine enfanville. Ue 
catsofi.hc plainest food, drinks four or live 
glasses of wine, takes his coflee (of which he ia 
extremely fund), and departs. , He passes the 
evening in visiting the lyccui^, or places of 
public gratuitous education which Paris 
and Its environs arc full) ; examines the scho- 
lars personally ; enters ncw1y,^MfV'?[hlished 
mauulhetories, and, when hf^^lSms the inven- 
tor worthy, invests hiiit '■* dh the insignia of 
the legion of lionq^ , ' wl^ich he frequently 
takes from his own coat for that purpose. 
On tiis return to St. Cloud, if in the country, or 
to the Thuillcries, If in town, he hears a con- 
cert, converses x^ith his family, takes a slight 
repast, and retires to bed about eleven o'clock. 
In thcitoiiiorning he rises coflimouly with the 
lark, goes to his private cabinet, and examines^ 
written documents upon the alTairs upstate, or 
represeptations from all the ministers, both 
domestic and foreign; inscribes a concise reso- 
lution upon each, to be delivered to the pro* 
per ofl^ccrs in the course of the morning. In 
all these o^^ties he is as regular as time itself; 
and even w hen cncanipeii in t^ic field of battle^ 

1 am informed that he pursues the saAc sys- 
tem upon a narrower basis. At six or seven 
o'clock he rings for his coffee, and then dresses 
himself for the d<iy,^his dress, on ordinary oc- 
casions, is a blue undress uniform, with white 
kerseymere waistcoat and breeches; military 
boots ; a cocked hat, with a small cockade^ 
placed on the very rim, a sword, and the order 
of the legion of honour suspendcfl by a red 
riNlion from his button-hole. I should inform 
you, Aiat no person enters his cabinet but 
his pages, and those only when he is present ; 
find when he departs he takes the key in hit 
pocket. * 

His library is fitted up in the English taste^# 
and rather plain than otherwise ; it is decorat- 
ed with marble busts 'sf great ni.;ii, among 
which you li.id those of the late regretted Mr. 
Fox, aii'l ihc immortal Nelson. The Emperor 
had a great personal esteem for Mr. Fox, and 
treated him, while that illustrious patriot re- 
mained in Paris, witli the most conciliating 
attention. 1 am told that he has remarked 
that Mr. Fox was to Great Britain, what Cas- 
Ff 
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sandra was to the Trojans, always telling 
truths, but, unfortunately, never believed. 

I carried my curiosity so fai', as to take 
measures to learn u^iat books this extraonli- 
iiary character was fond of perusing, and found 
that Ossian’s poems, (well traiisluttd into Ita- 
lian) : the works of Newtoi^ and l.eihiiitz ; 
•Smith, on the Wctillh ot TSutioiiK j the works 
of Montesquien, , I'aeitus, Cxuiecardini, &e. 
formed the leading articles w*'ith which he 
amused or informed hiin<\clf in his leisure 
hours, if sirch an active iiiiiid cun he supposed 
to have any leisure. 

To indulge the curiosity of those natives 
and forcigncrSiiy;hose rank niul^taleuls do not 
entitle them to an introduction at couitf he 
takes ai^;»iring OA'cry Sunday evening in the 
gardens 5^b)ud, with the hhiipiess, the 

imperial family, aK^his marshals ; and I lia\e 
observed that his atm.‘;J^it Mameluke is uni- 
formly Cehind his ^rerson j and I was told that 
he sleeps at the entrance of his apartinnit, 
or tent, when he is on duty from flii- capital.

The skin is subject to an infinite, number 
of diseahc.s, most of which require the aid of 
medical arV ; but how many females arc there, 
who, neglecting to have recourse to it^ suffer 
cert^ain cutaneous afleclious, which if properly 
treated at their comnieureincut would have 
di.sappeared speedily and without inconvei 
iiience, to take such deep root as not only to 
^ become extremely difficult hut even frequently 
dangerous to cure. It is with a view to pre- 
vent an evil which is kut too common, that we 
phall enable our reader-s of either -»rx,to apply 
a speedy remedy on the first appearance of the 
evil. I say of cither sex, for if the men ought 
' to learC to the w'omcn those precautions which 
tend to the embellishment of the skin, or as 
sonib ancie nt authors express it,' to the illiis- 
tration of the face, still they should cquilly 


I with tfic fairspx adopt the means of preventing 
' those hideous disorders which compromicL: 

I health no less than beanty. 

1 shall not forget that we have physicians, 
and shall not encro;icb too far upon their pro- 
vince ; I shall even frequently endeavour ti* 
persuade my readers to have recourse to their 
talents, and to prevent cases when it would be 
imprudent to leave them entirely to their own 
management. 

I shall therefore ti-cat only of tljc most com- 
mon cutaneous diseases,^ and shall consider 
them rather as accidents destructiveof beauty 
than as sickly afiections ; introducing no- 
thing but thg ordinary practice and what is 
adavYl^tb the capacity of all. It is for this 
I reason that I have entitled this chapter— -Of

This aftcction is often the consrque/Ke of 
the excessive use of wine, as among the in- 
habitants of Fricseland ano^he Nethdi'lands, • 
where this disease is extremely A-equent; but 
it may likewise proceed from other catises, 
since w'e often see that prr<!«nis of the greatest 
•sobriety are nut exem,*? from it. It paiticii- ! 
iarly attacks the ii».hc, which it greatly dis^ 
figures, and which sometimes grows to a prodi- 
gious size. 

This redness and tlicsd pimples, proceeding 
as wc have observed from a vice of the liver, 
they cuiiiiot be eured w'ithout removing that 
vice, be its cause what it will. Any other 
cure, would bi merely a palliative. ^It is, there- 
fore, very dangerous to coiitino pile's self to 
external remedies, and espeeially to topieJlr(^ 
pelleiits, such as salt ot siititrii, which some 
quacks are not afraid to employ, witlioi4 ac- 
companying it w itli an iiitcrivil treatment. It 
is tliei^a misfortinie to be suceissful and the 
more* speedy the eil'ecfctif this topical, the moic 
pernieious it is, because you strike in a luim- 
our wbieb nature w'as striv.iig to expel. This 
buniour being thus repelled may oeeusioii tin; 
greatest derangements in the system and oven 
produce incurable diseases, by attaebiug itself 
to some hiiportniit visciis, and disturbing its 
functions. The patient may then think him- 
self fortunate if he can again drive out exter- 1 
iially that humour against which he has closed ' 
every outlet ; but this it is comiiioiily very i 
dilHcult to cfiect. Instances have been known I 
of persons perisliing because they imprudently 
Clued a too inveterate couperose. 

This disease, then, shoii Id not be treated thus, 
unless when it is recentfand moreover, exterior 
applications uugbt to be accompanied or 
rather preceded by an appropriate regimen and 
internal treatment. It is, therefore, necessary 
to prepare with bleeding and purgatives, to 
follow a mild, cooling regimen, sucIi^h Vresh 
culinary vegetables, white meat, milk, rice, 
^ ^ ) fo ubstaiu froiix liquors, wine, and coffee, 


case. But it should lie observed that tho 
treatment must be of consider. ible duration, 
and that, to prevent its icturii, the regimen

If the 
tetter be therefore at all c'oiisider^ible, re- 
course mn»t be bad to internal remedies, and 
to the regimen indicated above for the cuu- 
perose. The frequent use of the hath then 
becomes indispensable, and the patient fluusl 
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likewise take an iiifusiun of scabiosa leaves in 
the form of tea. 

Dr. Breal aiiiionnccs in- the Philosophical 
TranHadious^ tha^afLer having; unsuccessfully 
employed all the known means of removing 
tettei-s, he had at length effected a radical cure 
by the following method: — He applied plumb- 
tree gum dissolved ih vinegar; an extremely 
simple application. To procure this gum^J 
twist some of tlie branches a? a plumb-tree, 
whicli^ tire succeeding spring, will be covered' 
with gum. *

It has been >eeii to piodiice 
very gouil eilei t.s. 

Alphonse le lloi, a French ph^jsiciaii, has 
made iiiiriieioMs expi'i’imeiits tliat lia\e con- 
vinced him of the eflieaey of hot flour applied 
to the skin in certain entaiuHuis disease's. 

The white tetters are easily cured hy the 


regimen which we »have indicated, together 
with some internal application; hut when 
they are of the nature of tlrosc which mediciil 
men term, miliary, or corrosive, they then re- 
quire a regului' treatment, and it will be pru- 
dent '^to have recourse to prufe.ssiorial advice.' 

There is another kind of pimples which 
commonly appear on the face and heck, espe- 
cially of yqung persons of either sex wlio are 
advai\ping to the age of puberty; they are red 
and hard, and turn white at the 'top. Agaiyst 
these are employed various preparations, into 
which camphor, the essence of beiijoiii, c’eralc, 
and virgin milk are introduced.

Tuo roads run across the late, they arft both 
paved in tha middle, whilst th^ir sides are | 
sheltered with Willows, hanaiia-trers, ami peiOrh- j 
Irres.

tVe were carried along the foot of the moiiu- 
l.iins at a .short distaiiee from the town, V>- 
ds the uoi'tliei 11 side of th^lake. On the 
.'•iiiiiinit vf the iiioiiiitaim» we perceived a lower 
c.illed I'au-sok-thep tli% iii.iss of the edifice 
alone leiiiains, with the pike ot east-metaP 
with whiuli it was siirnuiiuited, and which is | 
still encompassed w ith ehaius. The roof, as J 
well as the galleries, being made ol wood, have 
long since yielded to the repealed uttawks uf .j 
tune, or been either rotted by the r.ains, or -j 
burned by the lightnings of heaven. 

On our way to the lake w^e passed near a ! 
convent, in the neighbourhood of which iiiaiiy 
noble temples are erected ^ this convent i.s 
called Tay-saa-tsi, and is well worthy to arrest 
the IravelUn’s attention. From this spot we 
descried in the vales below, aad sometimes on 
the sides of the hills, numerous low buildings, 
where collins are deposited, in which the dead 
await until the time appoiuted for their burial 
should arrive.* These small huildiiigs are 
dn ided into fifteen or twenty apartments, con- 
tiguous to each other, and each cuiituiiiing iig 
more than «:offiiij as they are scattcAsd 
over the whole circumference of the lake, it 
may bo supposed that several hundreds ot 


corpses ari^inoulderiiig here, ami that some 
have lain unburied tor no less (liaii sixty «ir 
eighty years. Thc.se places arc kept in good 
order by the bonzes helongiiy^ to ;he m iglihoin-. 
ing convents, who receive a sma! I letnhntiou 
for flieir trouble, which fuims the laigist pari 
of their annual re\enue. 

On proceeding a lilllt*f.irther we saw three 
Or four villages filled with shops, sevciaJ

The two moniuneats i ■*'' bii I'i oii^a rising 
ground, separated hyawiil! with a gateway, 
forming three arches, fioiii a large square 
court, the middle of which is oeenpied by 
several rows ofantieiit statues ol'.'.^one. Fvery 
riw consists of three iiiaii l.ii ins, a ^aiMled 
horse, acrouchiug ram, and a lion com h int. 
On each side of the gateway the slutues ot tiie 
four cahuuniatovs arc ranged two by two, 
kneeling, their hands lieu* behind their hacks, 
their faces turned towards the tomb, but low- 
ered, anil their names inscribed on their 
breasts; the latter are as follows, — Thiii- 
kouey iifid lijs wife Ouong-tsi, Mau-tehi-ln, 
and Eoii.i-u-tchit. After the revolution of 
ten centuries, the Ehiiiese arc still in the 
habit, when ll:i y have olVered their saa ifues 
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before the tomb, of striking the forehead of 
rhe four statues of the calumniators viitha 
piece of wood, or a stone, as a mark of the 
detestation in ^hk’h thc*y hold their crime. 
At the lime of our visit to thia spot, one of 
the statues was removed from its pedestal, 
and lay iu a coriu'i* near tho^door. 

The whole of this sepulehre is surrounded 
with walls and t|Cis. A magriiliceiit gateway, 
coiiV|U|sed of three arches, lead:? in>o the square 
court alreaily mentioned, paved with large flag 
stu!us, and each side of whieli eoiitains an 
elegant evlindrical stone column fifteen feet 
high, and a ^llaiii square pillar of the same 
altitude. Usf* , 

After contemplating ihis justly coUd/rated 
nuniuin^it, the solemn saerediiess of which 
seems toTelUfiditened by the antiquity of its 
foundation, wiT^^e led towards the southern 
shore of the lake. rSl&iie w e fidlowed one of the 
roads^whieb I have already descrilifd, in order 
to visit the imperial villas, and every object 
worthy our attention . • 

Here I left my palanquin a seeoinl time, 
and preferred walking, as it enahled me to ex- 


and consists in uncoi\nectcd buildings scatter* 
I cd over the rocks that line the shelving sidc^ 
of the mountain. 

Almost every beauty with which this spot 
abounds, springs from the hand of nature. If 
art has imprm'ed her scenes, it ha.9 not intruded 
hut concealed its presence, or assumed such a 
shape ii.s«to he mistaken for nature herself. 
Here the Fiost delightful variety greeted oui* 
sight/ When standing in pavilions, or be- 
neath lofty domes erected on the uheqnal 
deelivity of the mountain, our eyes w andered 
over the pure waters of the lake, and the ver- 
dant islands that seemed to swim on its surface, 
or glancing beyond the niirnir of its peaceful 
•walrt^, rested on the picturesque ediflres that 
rose on the distant moimluiiis, the convents, 
the to^iibs and towers that clothed tlieir foot, 
or proudly fi*'6w ned on their summits. 

Ow'ing to tho'elevatiuu of the spot on whieli 
w’e stood, we w ere aide to view every part of 
the two flat islands that lay at some dis- 
*taucc beneath us. One of them, called Tong- 
j tsuu4si, contains two pools of rather large 
diineri»ions. W(; remarked in front of this 


amine the suiTonnding country more leisurely 
and mori! minutely. I <d)served the ^'csterii

Tlie portion of them thatw'as not con- 
cealed by the water, et.’ded in the shape of a 
pear. We' were tohl that their height was 
about eighteen feet, and the diameter of their 
base seven, and tlnil eight hundred y<‘urs had 
aheudy elapsed since they had bmi placed in 
thefir present position. 

The only *un|flraRa lit sen.sation we exjieri- 
epced ill this deliglitfnUpot, was that 4^f regret 
at its present neglcelWl state. 'J'lic ranse of 
. fV'is neglect is the twelve years' ahticnce of the 
j Emperor, and the belief that his age will not 
j, allow him once more to repair to the shc)r(\s of 
Ou-on-rong. When the pre.sence of the luo- 
narch''gavo life to this now almost deserted 
spot, it mirst have oifered an image of the 
first abode of man, the antediluvian paradise. 
It is therefore justly that the fame of this 
lake has spread throughout the Chinese em- 
pire. Had nature been as bountiful of her 
choicest ^fts on any spot of European land, 
its beauties and advan'tnges would have become 
a general theme of praise and admiration.

The followiui; rcmnrks are tlie resiiU of 
part of the ohservatiuns of an eiilicf^tencd Cor- 
man writer, inadc diiriii{^ a viait tcTtliia country 
ahoiit five yt^ara ago, and which have^cpii re-^ 
ceiitly given to tlu' public in an English dress.* 
Thf author cmi joyed an advantage seldom pos- 
sessed in such a degree by a foreigner, an inti- 
mate acquaintance with our litcralurc and lan- 
guage; and if he appears on some occasions to 
wi»»ld the critical lash with too inucli Vigour, 
he cannot, at least, be snsp*'^led of living sway- 
e<l in his opinion by any improper fiias or per- 
sonal animosity. Should oiw readers be in- 
elined to dispute the justice*of some of tbi sc 
sfiietures, they will, however, be amused by 
llie fieriisal of the ^eiitinients of an intrll^- 
•p'lit stran^jer. 

'The Encrlish actui s u»V liiglily iiupasssioncd 
in (iieir lofty tojics.of tragedy, which pourlray 
the u liirlw'iiid of th;.* soul, wduMi rudled by the 
^gi^ts of passion, vdieii instigati'il by some 
stern, iinaltcruble resoUe, ur wre^ogbt up to a 
pitch of plireiisy and eiithu<i‘\su^. Auger, the 
laiiijgs of anguish, wild despair, rancifloi^s 
hate, fell revenge, are expressed by ihein with 
tnatcliless force, 'riiey are truly grand in yiose 
situations when a mortal, wotli impious uuda- 
c.ty, l«ds deriance to fate, and clialleiiges hea- 
ven to wiestlewilli lli^#de(ermillutio^s. 

They are also peculiarly happy in counter- 
feiting those atliliidi s, when the iilteraiice lor 
a while is wholly suspended by u delirium of 
passion, hut afterwards discharges itself in a 
tui'reiil of fury, "iliey are uiirivalledftin arti- 
culating that hollow', ghostly language, which 
is peculiar to a man appalled ami panic-struck 
by the contemplation of his own sliado^v. 
'1 here is, perhaps, no other theatre in the 
universe where yon witness 'such a lively rc- 
preseiitutiuii of those hcart-picrciiig tones in 
which the human soul gives utteruucc to its 
ugony. 

On the contrary, it cannot escape the .ob- 
servation of every atA*ntivc spectator, that 
their perfornicrs Almost alw'ays miscarry in

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the expression refined and after tionate sen- 
timents. The friendfy chit-chat and tender 
coiiiiniiiiications of love, tlii^eordiul raptures in 
which fricndlliip unbosoms itself^ tlic accents 
by whigh kindred souls strive to make a reci- 
procal disclosure of their seiitinienls, appear 
almost totally unknown. • Even Kemble ami 
Cooke, in tliis particular, want*the emphasis of 
truth and iiattise. The rnostgf^^ Jtv iug ussevera- 
tiom of love, of friendship, and of coulidcnce, 
languish and expire upon tlteir Ibis. With 
the exception of Mrs. Powe’A/ the actresscK 
appear in this instance to ^Uve absolutely re- 
nouiiecd nature. In snili situations their frigid 
manner and their fulsome afrcctation border on 
tbcf incredible. 

In thcsi* rrinarks I would by no means be 
understood to eoniprehend Mrs. Siridons. This 
stihliine aetress has reaelied a summit of per- 
feetioii ill the art, w Inch perhaps no female 
€»vei* hefore 'atlaim^l, and presents us w ith a 
model which of itself enlarges the sphere oT* 
eriticisin, and gives to the standard of excel- 
lence sei^litioiiril majesty. It is impossible to 
speak of her otherwise than with rapture and 
entliif^insm 

Wliate/«er eminence many of their siiperioz 
performers may claim in some particular^', 
they do not actually excel in all. Thty have, 
doubtless, bestowed the most intense study 
upon the counterfeit action of the features, 
and their stage still jiossc.sscs niai^y pcjfornicrN’ 
entitjed in this respect to honourable distinc- 
tion.

All the actresses, with thcexcepti/m already 
made, h.avc an extremely faulty grsliculatioii. 
'i'hey ;ire either wholly ignorant of this 
theatrical language, so that they have merely 
sonic general symbols expre.ssive of its various 
inodes, v/hich may be regarded us so many 
signals'of distress indicating their imbecility ; 
or the vulgar gestures of uncivilized society 
are become so familiar to tliciu by the force 
of habit, that one might be tempted to sup- 
pose they, had never conversed except with 
menials and clowns. This is more espe- 
cially the case with Miss Pope audT Mrs. 
Jordan. 

I am well aware that many ladies of this 
description cultivate an assiduous coirc.spoiid- 
^ ence with the fashionable w*or1d; nay, that 
' one or other of them even reckon princes of 
the blood among their admirers. Of course 
they appear to much greater advantage iu 
private than upon the stage : it seems, there- 
fore, quite unaccountable, why they should 
delight ia obtruding upon the public a per- 
formance so totally iucoiupatiblc with fe- 
iiule^ elegance and delicacy. 

a performer is became an adept in 
gesticulation, it generally diiluses a grace and 


pith, the point, nor the picturesque beauvy 
uf uttUudj for whicli Kcrnble is reixiarkuble . 

Of tins Kemble in f,..ct, such a con- 
.Ruminate rnusLer, tliHt with him it appears a 
.spontaneous productlua of iialurc. >Yiiilc he 
abundiontly satisfies the mo.»t extravagant de- 
mands of criticism, he does not betray any 
rflbrts*iu attaining bis end; whereas the 
French actors, Talma and La*J>bnd, iiotwith- 
standing the hoanty of their attitudes, al- 
ways show evident symptoms of study aud 
labour. 

Uf all the fctnnle performers Mrs. Powil! 
appears to the greatest advantage in this 
specks of pictiiposquo. She posse.^se.s much 
practical talent, a refined taste, and many 
excellent paits, which are greatly set oil’ by 
the charms of a line pci^on. Most of the 
rest manifest the samt* indid’crence to ar^ 
which imtuic has displayed towards them- 
.sclvcs. In Eeality, I question whether thcie 
racist at any liuropean theati'e r.o many uu- 
theatrical female hgiires as 011 the l.oiuloii 
stage. The managers appear to have mi\de 
it their object Vo hlcnd together tlic t'*u> 
extremes of emaciation and corpulcndt.*, with 

I a manifest partiality, however, to the latter 
■^Picy pay lc.ss regard to gentility uf shape than 
bulk, and the shortest figures nee euro i led, 
provided th'^y compensate by rotundity for 
their deficiency in height. 

The" English performers are less ambitious 
to aciiuircexcelloncc in every department than 
to distinguish themsclvc.^ in tho.se particulars 
in which they may expect the most efl’ectuai 
support from their own natural abilities. Nay, 
even those among them whose deserts arc most 
conspicuous, such as Kemble and Cooke, ap- 
pear to have applied all their pow'ers to this 
object, and to have made it the ultimate scope 
of their ambition. Th^y sometimes soar to 
an astonishing eminence in parts for which 
they feel within themselves congenial talents 
and dispositions 1 but they generally remain 
very defectit'e in those in which they have to 
subdue th-2ir uwu refractory natures by violent 
exertion. This 1 have paiticularly witnessed 
in three different representations of Richard 

II 111. at Coveut-Gurden, in the Haymarket/ 
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and on the }>ublin stas^e. pri‘f«»rnie(l 

^ the character at Covciit-Gariicn. It ia «iii- 
verRsiUy esteemed his*«;Ae/*-'(/’n?//iTe, in Mhirh 
he has a decided prc-emincn|je ov^r Keuihle 
He certainly (;;iv»’S us a gcmiiiip transcript of 
* Richard's character, tind pourlsa^s this hide- 
ous monster with inatrhh ss force in ail those 
scenes in which he discovers ltijv‘df in his 
’ native colours ; but whenever it ws necessary^ 
to assume the vizor of hypocrisy, he istseldom^ 
KficcTSsfnl, and often wholly fails.. This was 
mor^ especially the case in the second scene 
of the third act, when liiehard endeavowis to 
cozen the frail Lady Anne, and to insinuate 
himself :nto her affections — :i seone exhibit- 
inij the triumph of his d’'<siiiMilation,^vbich 
he hiir.self ctinsiders as a miracle, and of whh-h 
he speaKs with diabolical exultation. *In tiiis 
a«huirabic diatefjne, Shak^pearfi mikes Rich- 
ard speak with all the wuiintii and rapture of 
ardent passiiin, though deformed and hlained 
with a crime of the foiiU.‘-t dye, yet in the pas 
sion which respires throu;»h all his \vord.s anff 
gestures he becomes amiable to her eye : his 
hypocrisy must therefore Uyrrowthe native co- 
lours of truth 111 a supcrUilive de;!;rcCj or it would 
sdiuck the feci ill pfb of the spectator by \veariuv» 
the seniliUnccof mockery. In this purtienlar 
Gooke {grossly belied dis character, il is voice 
and gestures betrayed a vu!;>;ai^ liypoerite, 
who nii?;ht easily be detected by I lie most 
superficial observer, and would create dis^ii^i 
even in the niOi.t inbciisibie minds. Thus the 
manner of the performer, and the c\|ft-cs- 
sions v.hich the poet puts iultf hibVuonth, were 
at variance. The latter appear thi’ natural 
rhapsii lirious passion •, they countcr- 

f;.it all tlio v.iiious niodulutioiis of feeliu"; iSe 
h 11*11 and ih*’ low', the gentle and the fierce. 
But Cooke assumed ope iiivarijihle tone (if 
\oirc, and one invariable iiiicii; the wary, 
deliberate elocution of a hypocrite, and the 
farce of crafty dissimulatio i. Of these both 
were incompatible with nature. AVc can only 
account for this cjross \iol:ition of propriety, 
by supposing; that Cooke has paitially cnlti- 
vatyd l.is sublime talents for a display of the 
savage and the brutal, w hicli makes him appear 
unnatural when he endeavours to personate 
the mild and the humane. 

The author judjjes it advisable to conclude* 
these general observations on theatricals with 
a fe.w characteristic^ portraits of eminent per- 
formers, which may tend to ilUihtrutc the fore- 
going remarks. 

Kemblc.is the darling, he may even be tinn- 
ed the idol of the populace. Tcu' persons will 
venture in any particular to adjudge the palm 
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'j of excellence to Cooke. Such seRtiinenfs wou Id 
j| Ik? too hazai-douK, eapci ially in the presence o f 
Riiglisb ladies, a ho, upon e\ cry occasion, are 
j zenloii!) ailvo(:at«-« for tlK^furiner. 

. K# iiib!c possesses an elegant luuscnlinc figure, 
j and his haiidso.ne shape is eminently eiinublcd 
by ail ill pietiirga:|uc attitudes, ilis connte- 
nanc*' is one of tlieiiuist inaieslic which 1 ever 
' bciicid upon any .stage; it js a pci foot oval, 
set off by a fifie aquiline lu ^, a w cll-propor- 
tioned nioiith, firiply compressed ; eyes not 
deeply sunk in their sockets, sliadcd with 
thick eye brows, pvegnant with fancy, and 
flnshiug wilh lambent lire ; ad open foi\ bead, 
.soincrtlmt ardvd ; a thin j^i -lecting in an 
angiglar point ; features cast in a li.'^ppy^ 
mould, where no liarsli linos are disfoveniblc. 
These collectively compose op." m;-' " those phy- 
Hiognomics which coiiiini**d respect at first 
sight, because they announce, in the most 
expressive manner, a man of cxqnipite sen- 
I sibsty, of sound inteirr^ence, and ofcomplete 
I {i>(!cndanc^ o\ or all the ructions’ of bis will. 

I If his eye were devoid of a errt.dn cast ofeii- 
I rbn.siiism, his counlcnaiu'e would present the 
I portrait of a polished, dispassionate, sdlisli 
j courtier, hackneyed in the ways of the woild • 
but that enraptured gluncc, wann'id by the 
kindly b( urns of fancy, qualifies the indenta- 
tion Oi*ljs chin, anil the stern compression of 
his month. His voice, thongh nielodiou.?, is 
feebhf of Muall roinjiass, and vi ry fiat. This 
is the clii^f natural iinpeilinirut, which this 
extraordinary mail, so liehly giftid in other 
respects, has to c neon nil r. • 

Cooke d.ocs not possess the elrgant figiirr of 
Ketiiblc; his couiitesiance, however, is not de- 
void of mauU ex]ircssb>n. A loii«; nos^, some- 
what iiieuivaled; a pair i»f eyes fiery and 
sigiiiJicaiit, u high and rather bro.ol fineluad, 
the niusenlai lines w liirh iiiiparf niiitionto the 
lips sharp and promlin ut ; these a: e the most 
remarkable featuic.s of Cooke's ]dif siognoiny. 
It/is less noble aiid majestic, but more impas- 
sioned than that of Ki fublr, and few actors 
can mure emphatically depict the hurri* an ■ of 
Ijiussion. Ills voice is strong and c -pacious*, 
an advantage in wkiidi he excels •Kemble, 
and wliieh lie ki 
great cfl'ect. His 
happily formed for g ’sl j^culatioii. 

C. Rerable, Johnsloiie, Poi.ell, Bkrrymore, 
and many other actors nuo frequently sustain 
the piiucip.'il ehiii aclcv'i, present fine person- 
able figuics on the stage; nay, th«*ir phy- 
siognomies Wso appear, at first sight, admir- 
ably adapted to their profession, but their 
action is far iVifcm corresponding with this 
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expectation.- In the musical and picturesque 
parts of the scenic - art, they arc equally cle> 
foctirc. 

Old Wroughton hps an admirable expres- 
sion in his countenance, and a wonderful 
elasticity in his muscular p^esticulation. His 
mimic action in comedy is ^excellent. His 
▼nice, naturally not vely harmonious, when 
raised to a lofty ^ pitch, becomes harsh and 
dissonant. ^ ** 

Miirriy's sig'nifirant physiognomy is well 
adapted for the performance of ancient and 
revrrond character^ ; his voice is detjeient in 
point of vigourj and be occasionatiy assumes 
a qumiloiis t^^ which impairs the dignity of 
his performance. , 

Suettaiid rawcctl arc perulhvly titted for 
that drp; ii%ne^^ of comedy to wliicli they have 
oxrhisivciy devoted their powers. The fea- 
tures <jf the first, Imwcver, are cast in a finer 


mould, an«l seem more peculiarly adapted for 
sublime comedy than those of the latter, 
whose round, jolly, jovial countenance is a 
transparent mirror for broait liiinioui*. 

The aiitlior tias already made a frank 
avowal of bis sentiincnlb coiieoriiiiig the 
figures of English actresses, and tbis candid, 
tbong'b<6on^ewliat iiiigallant confession, difi'ers 
widely froin^hc opinions of tbos»* jonnialLsts, 
who, a^ the year through, in the oracles of 
'fasbiun are aec 4 istomed to extol' the ruTisli.- 
ing beauty, the lovely and amiable simplicity, 
the cncbanliiig graces, which, ifweinny credit 
their assertion, dilFusc superlative splendour 
over the goddesses of the London si.. ge. The 
ivutho^ whose weak organs of sight have pro- 
prohahiy been dazzled and o^'l‘rpo^^ cred hy the 
glare o^Uliose vefi^Tgciil glories, confesses that, 
he could m>t discern the fuintc.^, giiinmerings 
of th^ir perfeetiops. 


THE PRINCE OF CARIZIMF, AND THE PRINCESS OF OEOUGJA. 

AN ARABIAN TALE. 


A IviNG of Persia, who pos.sesscd as great 
a fondiK'SS for tales as the Sultan SchaWar, had 
ill the licginniiig of his reign a sofi, whose 
birth had cost liis mother her life. ^ This 
voung prince, who was naiiiod Nourgihaii, 
posse^scd great talents ; nature Tiad load- 
ed hin^ with livr gifts, and his soul was 
the scat of every virtue.

he entertained for his fathiM', rather tliaii any 
regard for herself, the silence which he should 
jrrcsf'rvc on *lhc horror he had experienced 
while listening to the criminal ' declaration 
which she had had the temerity to make him. 

A woman iiito^icatnl Avitli a passion winch 
i.s disdained, and who onlv meets with coii- 
tempt, is SHI P to breatl;*- nothing luit i cvmge. 
The more it has cost her to make sf> immodest 
a‘3cclaratiou, the deeper w ill disappointment 
wound her fi'clings. 

' She wailed for some time in expeetatioii 
that sl\c might he able to overcome the prince’s 
coldness; but all her hopes were frnstiated, 
and not being w’cll assured of Noargehan’s 
discretion, she w'as in constant fear Ir-st Im* 
should divulge the fatal soeiet, and at length 
determiiifd to be before hand with him. This 
resolution furriicd, and strengthened hy ap- 
prehension, she immediately repail ed to the 
Kingj and, bathed in tours,, threw lioiscif at 
his left, and like anolher Pliedra, accused the 
prince of entertaining an incebtuous passion 
for her, and of liavii g daifil to avow it. The 
King, whose jealousy and rage were awakened 
at th.s recital, vvitliout making any fiirflier 
iiiqnirie^, or li^telling to his son, tlionght of 
hiiiB only"* UM a monster whom he could not 
too soon punish, and instantly condemned 
him to death. 
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Tallis drcuilful news was soon spread abroad, 

U filled ^vcry heart with dismay, and threw an 
universal consternation amou^ the nobles of 
the kingdom, who however refused to credit it 
as well as the ])e(»]>le, by whom this unfortu- . 
iiate prince was adored. But ;^ct how could 
it be disbelieved, when it was ascertained that 
Nourf^chaii had been arrested, aiyl drugi^ed, 
witboul respect for his rank, to ijie prison rc^ 
served for the vilest of criminals. • ^ 

• The Kin council was composed of forty 
virirs, who were wise, virtuous, and prudent 
men ; loaded with his j^ifls, their only 
wish was to cncrensc his happiness and his 
fame. They were struck with nstonislniieiii 
r.t thw unexpected act of violence ndtlioAt 
one of them having been consulted. It is 
true that for some time pastlhey had tAiscrveil, 
with uneasiness, the pp'eat asf^ndancy which 
the Ciuecii had obtained overdhe Kinj^'shntnd, 
as more than once he had lately acted ron- 
tiary to tlieir advice ; they Had also remarked 
that instead of the attention and flattery whk^i 
the Queen at first lavished on Nourgeliaii, 
there now reigned a marked coldness, a strik- 
ing contempt on both* sides, for which they 
had not been able to accotjnt.

to obtain a private audience of the King.**—

I qniries concerning the sudden death of two 
inhabitants of Salon, u ho had received from

An investigation having l>ccn made into the 
circumstances attending the death of the two 
Ibpersous mc^itioned by Francois Aliclicl, the ' 
w smith, having been made, be was actually sent 
for by the intendant, who now listened to l.is 
I story vith much greater attention than before, 

I and after furnishing him w'ilh dispatches to 
1 M. de Baobesieux, minister and secretary of 
state for Provence, he supplied him with 
money to defray his expenees, and wi.-.hed him 
a prosjicrous journey. 

I The intendant was apprehensive, h‘!.t so 
j young a miuistcy as M. dc Baubenieux should 
accuse him of too great credulity, and give the. 
court a subject of laughter at his expoiice ; lie 
therefore uceoinpnnied the dispatches not only 
Vith thrMlocuments of the examination insti- 
tuted by his deputy at .Salon, hut also annexed 
the ccrtifiratc of the* lioiiteiiant of justice at 
the same place, attested and subscribed by uU 
the oflicers. 

iMichel arrived at Versailles, and w^as not n 
little perplexed what trt say to the ministir, 
because the ghost had nut yet appeared to him 
.agsi^ii agrecUdy to its promiwse. The vciy 
tame night, however, the spectre threw open 
the eiirtaiiis of his bed, desired him to he of 
godd cheer, and told him word for woril the 
I message he was to deliver to the minister, and 
what he was to say to the King, aniP to him 
alone. “ You w ill have," it continued, “ many

He roiieliide<l 
with observing, that to convince him wliat he 
had to coininiinif ate to the King was iiot«'.'m 
idle tale, he might acquaint lus majesty, in his 
name, that at the la:;^t hunt at J-'ontainebleaii 
he bad himself seen the gho;.l, that" his hoise 
had taken fright at it, anlj .started aside ; hnt 
that becaiise the apparition hud staid but a 
inoin<-nt, bis majesly bad legnrded it as a de- 
•vpjlioii o*.'’lhe eje, and hud tliciefore taken no 
farther notice of it 

This lavt eirrumstinice struck the iiiinisli r, 
and he now thought it ir.- duty to in form liiv. 
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Kiii^ of the smith'ii arrival at Versailles, and) 
the oxtraordiiKiry business which hud broup:ht 
^hiiii thither. iSutwhut was his astoinshmciit, 
w hen, after a nioifimt's sileiire, tin; monarch 
desired to speak with him that very day in 
•private. 

What passed at this siii<ruiar interview was 
never made )>iiblic All that was ever known 
•on the subject is, that the siiiitl^ afterwards^ 
remained three or four days at court, apd that^ 
hg publicly tAok leave of tbe Kiiit^, with his 
consent, w'heii he was {^oiii^ out a hunting. 

It *Wiis asserted that on this occasion the 
Duke dc Duras, the Cajitain of the life-guards 
on duly, said aloud : — “ Sire, if your majesty 
liad not expressly commanded me to |iermit 
this man to u]>proach you, 1 should never have 
allow'cd him, for he is certAnly u inuBniaii.’' 
The King wi^h a smile rephod : — Dear 
Duras, how falsely we often .Judge of ouP fel- 
low’-creatures ! He is more sensible than )ou 
and many others may suppose *' 


These words of the King's made a deep 
impression. Tbe courtiers used every cndea> 
vour, but in vain, to disc(»vcr tbe subject of the 
smith's interviews wit|^ the King and the 
minister Biiobesienx. The people, ever cre- 
duicnisnnd consequently partial to tho w'ondei ' 
fill, iiiiagine<l tb^t the taxes occasioned by the 
long and oppressive wArs w«Be the real motive*; 
of tlieni, and hoped for a speeiiy alleviation 
of their bui'dcEs; but they continued till the 
peace. • 

The visionary, on leaving the King, return- 
ed to his own pru\inre. He wrs supplied 
with mont^ by tbe niinisteii^ and w'us eoin- 
manded /o keep his errand a^p.4)fouiid$ r et 
frotv^ every liody whatever. Hoiillet, one of 
the first artists of the ago designed and eiigrav 
ed a portrait of this smith.

Si rangers alike to peiiyi y 
and abiimlaiice, they w ilncssaioUln- false eii- 
j<iymcnt# of the rich, and consequently these 
cannot excite envy; tile mind is more tran- 
quil and the heart better cmplo>t <l The 
savage possesses no sensibility except for his 
w ants ; he has none left for friendship. ^ 

This sciitiiiiciit is nevertheless found among 
the natives of the Kurile Islainls. Vc-ihaps, 
from their situation they have an inlorcoiirse 
W^itli nations who arc,iinac<|iiaiiitcd witli the 
poison of luxury, and do not feel the pressure 
of want. The meeting of two friends there, 
after a long absence, is a spectacle not less 
singular than aflVctiiig. As soon as the 
l^ilc hears that his friend lias landed with 
(^Ki^'anoc, he goes to meet him w’ilh a solemn 
pace, and in military attire. The two friends 
advance towards each olfier, forming a kind 
of dunce; they beutUtheir bows, but in a luo- 
luciit, throwing aw’ay their arms, they fall 
upon each other's necks, and shed tears of 
tenderness and joy. • 

The straiigcf is then led by the other iiitoliis 
hut; he makes him sit down, treates him iii 
the best manner he is able, deems it a duty to 


i attend personally upon him, eagerly questions 
j him abinit all tU.it Uun belallen him ever since 
h th' ir separation, and listens as attentively to 
bis taV. As a rnaik of re.«;peet, he stands in 
] bis piescncc, ami bis wholt< family devours the 
I wor Is oft lie strangtr. Uc often speaks for 
i whole liuui'.s, and calcrs into the in.piiitcst 
details of his adveiiLures in hunting and fishing, 
his disuppointmtnts and pleasures. Nobody iu 
teri upts him, or gives him reason to think that 
he is too prolix, lit no face dots he iftscovei* 
Irate s\}t'art}iuiy hut only the interest which his 
acfveotiues excite. V.’hen he has concfudtd his 
narration, the oldest person in the hut begins 
his tale, to which tbe auditors are ^.qnally at- 
teiilive. The ari iv;.l of the beloved gui .t is 
then cWfhialed with f-.livities, and ererj iiio- 
nieiit is passed in singing, dancing, feasting, 
and telling stories. • 

* The fiU'iidsliips of tUoir minliboprs, the 
Kaintscli.uhiK'S, arc of a very diflVMC.it nature. 
Ifa KiuuUehadale is desirous of inal.iuj; an- 
ollier his iVieiid, lio invites him to an eater- 
taiiiineut. lie previously heats his stove, and 
prepares a sutiieieut quantity of provisions 
to satisfy ten people, 'fhe guest strips, and 
so docs his host, as iffor a pogiiistic contest. 
The latter tlteii produces his provisions, and 
pours broth iuto a large shell in order to ;jssi* t 
digestion by this beverage While tiic go,‘st 
IS e.itiug, the host spriiihles water on red Lot 
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stones to increase the beat. . The guest Clits 
and sweats till he -can hyld out no longer, and 
is obliged to cry mercy of hit host. The lat- 
ter, for his part, takes nothing, and can go out 
of the hut as often as he pleases. As it is an 
honour fur the host to keep heating and dish- 
ing up without iiitcnnissioo, so in like 
manner the gucs4 prid.'s hiifisclf on enduring 
this immoderate heat and too abundant en- 
tcrtaiiinieui. Hb would ratlyer relieve his 
stomach ten times hy vomiting, and discharge 
all the fluids orf bis body by pcrspirattoii, than 
give ill. If he is at length compelled to 
acknowledge that he is uverconK;, he enters 
into a capitriation. His host then^ requires 
him to purchase an armistice by a present 
consisting either of dugs or apparel, threaten- 
ing, in case of refusal, to heat still more vio- 
lently, and to make him cat till he either pays 
or bursts. The guest gives whnt the host 
dcmalids, and receives in return either old 
rags, or old lame dugs. He however epjoys 
the right of retaliation, and at ai second ban- 
cpict, ill which he changes places with his 
guest, he gains as much as he lost by the first. 


This mutual treating of each other keeps up 
friendship and hospitality among the Kaints- 
chadales. If the host did not pay attention to^ 
the invitation of the guest whom he had so 
liberally eiitcrtsfiued, the latter would take up 
his quarters with him, without saying a word, 
and if he did** not make him a present unsoli- 
cited, the stranger would next morning Jiar-

The avaricious host would 
have /lo friends, and would disgrace himself foi 
ever in the eyes of his neighbours. 

Krasuheniniko^/ relates a story of a Cos- 
sack, who, by the method i^ove described, 
obtained a bcau},ifal fox-skin of a Kaiiitscha- 
dalc The savage*, so far from regretting his 
gift, declared that he had never been so sweat- 
rd and crammed 4ii all his life, and that the 
Russians knew how to regale their friends 
much better than the Kaintschadules. 


REFLECTIONS ON IRON. 


The vegetable kingdom supplies man with 
food and eluthing, and the animal k<ngdom 
funiislics him with the same. T,lic mineral 
kingdom afl'ords him iinplcment.s for separat- 
ing bodies arfd joining Ihnii together, 
tnciiiis of setoirity, and Weapons of dcfenec. 

Man destroys the animal and vegetable 
kiiigdo^i. 'Fhe mineral kingdom, to which 
nature has assigned no particular !pi m, is not 
destroyed by man, but destroys him j forjlic 
himself employs it for bis destruction. — Steel 
protects against steel.— The helmet and the 
shield detb.id the head and hreast against the 
swor^l and the arrow ; but nut against ^the 
deatli-dealiiig bomb, or the bullet of liad dis- 
charged by the force cd* kindled powder from 
the murderous tub6. For this reason the hel- 
met and* the shield arc no lougei retained iii 
^these days of death and desolation, but are 
thrown aside as an uiirieressury burden to the 
warrior. c 

The engines of destruction have gained the 
victory over those destined for protection. 
With the augmented powers of the former, 
those oV the latter have not been able to keep 
pace. The helmet and the shield arc thrown 
asi4l«,^but nothing has been substituted in their 
stead. 


Iron rcvev.ges on man the havoc which he 
imati'S in the animal and vegetable world 
The sort wool of the .sheep clothes him. The 
triftiks of the trees, tboiigb he has cut them 
down, aflbrd hiih a convenient habitation, and 
screen him from Ibe wind and the rain. Rut 
iron, which be lias bihiself forged for his owu 
destruction, dashes him in pieces and kills him. 

In the hand of man, iron is at once the 
^nost useful, and the most dangerous of 
substances. Hestnictioii i.s invariably its prin- 
cipal bbject. By the uxe the tree and the 
ox arc felled *, by the saw the internal compo- 
sition of the former ir destroyed ^ by the 
knife the organization of the animal is dis- 
solved ; and by the scythe the waving ears are 
levelled with the ground. By iron man de- 
stroys the animal and vegetable world, in 
order lo produce aiiotlicr creation of his lytm 
workmanship. 

Men soon conceive a jealousy of each 
other on account of this new creation of their 
own production. Hence 'arise disputes and 
wars. The same dangerous engine by which 
this creation was formed again destroys it. 
Th^ glowing ball transforms palaces into 
heaps of rubbish. The point of iron is turned 
against man himself, and because with it he 
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destroys the order of nature, it destroys him 
^ in his turn. 

Man wlni atlmiros this wonderful concatena- 
tion of tliiiig^s, who takes i\ confprelicnsivc 
survey ot their action and counteraction, their 
*orijjiii and their annihilation, is ijt a loss what 
iinal result to draw from llo'se circumstances. 
Thtf tarioiis relations of things to ^^acli other 
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again operate on his powers of reflection and 
involuntarily set them in activity. 

He thinks, and thinks, and imagines that 
he has discovered somertiiiig, but it almost 
seems as if nothing hut the fibres of his brain 
were set in motion j for, at last, the sole fruit 
of his speculatic ts is a^play of the ideas. 


THE CANNIBAL. 


The appearance of a Cannibal in the inids^ 
«)f one of the most polished nations of the 
world, and that at a lime wlvn alfceted sensi- 
bility has become a fashionable )Jiisease among 
persons of alriio.sl every rank, is a singular 
phenomenon. It affords ample room for re- 
flection to the moralist and the philosopher, 
hut without encroaching upon their province^! 
we shall coniine ourselves to a plain state- 
iiieut of facts. 

John James GoMschiAidi, a cow-herd at 
inchelborii, near Weimar, w.as born at the 
I'illagc of Heriis<’hwoge!i, received as mnrh 
instruction in I he Cyrisfian religion as his 
simple schoolmaster could or would gi'vc him, 
man iefl at the age of tweiily-s< ve>^, and a 
wanls eoiitinncd for the same iiumlier of 
to follow his occupation. During all tisis tim ■ 
nobody had perceived in him any tiling ^-e 
mar’- able except that be wqm ii«mod<Tatcly 
choleric^ and bad a certain roughness ofinaii- 
lu'is wbirh charactorizeJ people of that class, 
Tims uniformly passed his life, till his fifly- 
lifi.h year, in 1/71, when a general scarcity 
prevailed in the greatest part of (Jcrinany,^ 
a;id among the rest, in that counfry in which 
he lived. Mevcrlholess this scared y did not 
contribute to the atrocious crime to uliich he 
was instigated by an extraordiiitiry propensity-: 
foi the s.iinc day if was comUiittfd his wife 
had brought home a sup]>ly oi bread from 
A’« ehinr. lie had no debts, and possessed 
poiiie poultry. A widow, iianu'd Sididne- 
niaini, had t-eiit her daughter, about eU\e!i 
.,‘/ears of age, early in the inurniug to sehoid • 1 
but at noon the child did not n tiirn as usual. | 
T'he mother, fearing lest^sonie accident ini;;ht 1 
have befallen her, ]#iade inquirh s coiicei naig | 
her of all the neighbours, and among chc rest, I 
of (jloldschinidt.

that his wife might not di.scover wYiatituas, 
concealed the best pieces on tlic^roiiiid, with 
the iiitenti<^i of regaling on them while waleli- 
ing during thi* night ; burifd the idtestiiies in 
the dunghill, and carefully washed andesanded 
ihc floor j after w hieh he ate, out of curiosity, 
a pu'ce of the boded and rou.st<‘d flesh, and 
next day curried his provision into the cellar 
of ^ic empty house. He deelaretl that In* 
had often eaten with his wife the flesh of 
ticad sheep and ealvc.s, uinl of dogs wlfieli he 
killed ; aiul that for some lime flV had been s»A 
familiar with the thoughts of iiiiirder, that it 
was perfectly hidiilereiit to him wbetlier b.* 
killed a beast or a man. That llie^wifehad 
no knowledge of, orslimoin the erime, was 
altcsteil by her husband and a great number 
of witnesses, but had iiinvittiiigly p^irtakcn of | 
the flesh of the hinoeent girl. Mhe likewise' 
deposed that whoiieier her husband was in 
a passion, luuider was always the* fust* 
thing he talked of, that lie waS conlinnally 
morose and p(issioiiate, Imt. never pensive or 
frantic, and hud soinetiiiies stolen trifling 
articles from the neighbours . 

No sooner was this wretched man ccuiiicted 
of oLe mhrder than ho began to l»c suspected 
cif another. In his house were diecovered 
clotlfl's which manifestly were not hisrawiif 
GobUcliriiidt likcwi^^e confessed this crime, of; 
which he gave the following parlleiilars A 
few days after Michaelmas, 1771, he was, as . 
usbal, driving his cattle about iiuon interwhat 


is called the Jesuits' Wood, at the entrance of 
Oiieh he found a yooiig iiiau about twenty- 
four years of age, standing in u trai elliugdri ss, 
.ind who fright/ iied the animals. Goldschmidt 
abused him, the traveller denied that he was 
11 fault ; they caiiu' to blows, and tlie forinef, 
with bis thick stick, gave the stranger such a 
violent utrokc Ix'hiiid the left ear, th 5 t llu; 
blood iiiiirtedia'cly followed copiously, and tb^* 
uiifo^tiniatc iiiun fell dead upon tlic ground. 
His limbs were still rouviilsed, wbenrtlie 
wreteb, w ith a few’ more stroke^<, made tbeiu 
<|iiiet for ever, 'flic murderer then earrieil 
bis victim into the tbirkesl ])art of tbc wood, 
stripped him, cut up tb** body, and on bis re- 
tnrtf home always (‘urried a piece with him in 
a haj^ co\cTcd with brush-wood. It was then 
that Tie acc|nireil an :ippetit<‘ for hitman flesh. 
iLw'as hoilell jiiid roasted, Uie remainder was 
kept on tlu‘ gfouiid ; and hceaiise it soon be- 
came putrid, some of it was likewi.se boiled for 
I the dog, who was himself afterwin-ds killtuS 
I and ralen. His wife was allowed to ]>urtakc 
of this repast *, but she was unable to ebew llsis 
iinittoii, as be called it, uiul said it must have 
been a confounded old sheep, at which t!ie 
murderer laughed most heartily. 

During (ioldselnuidt's eonrniement, the 
physieiuii to the. pi isdn went ibilber iiiikiiow u 
to him, to sec wlu ther he eould iliseovor any 
s^mplonm of insanity, whieb his udvoeate bud 
alledg/d ill bis defence. He loutid nothing, 
however, to eorroborale that assiMtioii ; Guld- 
^ebiiiidt spoke sensibly and coherently, and 
amoiiu' otII'T t^ling.s, said that dogs' flesh tnsli d 
better than iiumaii flesh, for the lath!rr was too 
sweet and soniewbul nauseous ; and that it 
was iinpossildc to eat the liver of the child on 
account of its cxre.ssive bit teriies.s. 

The tribunal of Jena therefore sentenced 
him, as a convicted murderer, to he biokMi 
alive upon the wheel, and his body to be b‘ft 
oil it. This sentence was executed on Ibo 
‘ 24 th of June, 1772, at Berka, on the llm.

THE LIFE OF DOMENICIIINO*ZAMPIERI.

PosTERlTV, wliicli aloni^ (Tetermiaes tht 
rank of great artists, lias placed the naAc t. 
Guido belowthat of Dometiichinu ; their con- 
temporaries though? differently, and their par 
tiality wa.s OHiiiientlyniaiiifcstod in Itiis circimi- 
stancc. They established, against all justier 
nil extreme disproportii^ii jn the value the\ 
aiTrxed to their respective labou rs. The FlngeU 
i it.on ofSt.AnHuw brought Domciiichiiio oul> 
IjO Roman crowns; whilst Guvlo received 
400 fur his picture ot*thc Saint on his Knec& 
before the Cross. When these paintings were 
exhibited to the public, the majority decided 
111 favour of Guido; hut Doinenichino wanteck| 
no other consolation than the applauses of 
Annihal. “ Donicnirhino’s,” said he, “ is the 
u urk of a scholar; Guido's is fliaf of a master, 
hut thc^ scholar is superior to the master." 
This celebrated expresfiion of Caracci gives us 
a strong idea of IhcexccIIcnce of Domeiiicliino ; 
it was that of an artist, who, wanting the 
accuracy of a master, possessed^! hat gcniu» 
and fire which are always ranked far above 
roncctiicss and regularity. But Domcifichino 
had yet greater applauses from nature unin- 
fected by the sophistications of science. 

An old woman of the lower rank came one 
day with her child into the chapel, and, being 
struck with the expression of the characters 
in the painting, exclaimed,— “ See, my dear, 
with what fury these executioners torture the 
saint ! Behold the inflamed visage of the one 
who threatens him, and^of the other who ex- 
erts all his force, w hose every nerve is in ac- 
tion in tight*. ning •the cords that bind him! 
{Sc*-, 'too, how faith supports the martyr in 
the midst of his torments! He raises his 
eyes to heaven, and seems to triumph in bis 
siiflcrings.” After pronouncing these wdlrds, 
she threw a cold and indifferent \pok upon the 
• XKXJL VolJV. 
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picture of Guido, and, bathed in tears, quitted 
Jie chapel. • * 

Grievously wouiulcd ah(f depressed iJy the 
injitslice of his enemies, Dometiichinn resolved 
to return tr^ Bologna, where one of his friends, 
*1 priest of tho church of St. Jerome, procured 
liiiii to he employed in painting the altai-piece. 
This w'ork, known by the name of The Corn- 
inuniiA of > t. Jcroi^e, is universally acknow- 
ledged to be the masterpiece of Dom^nicliino? 
The judgment of Poussin upon it is well 
known. • ;rhis great master cuiisidered the 
Transfiguratiou by Raphacl/tlic Descent from 
the Cruls, by Daniel de Volterre, and the Com- 
tnunioii of^St. Jerome, by Doincnicbino, as 
the three most perfect works which* the art 
had produced. For this incfitimahle picture 
1 he received but fifty crowns. The eneiniem 
j of Domeiiichino, compelled to acknowledge 
its excellence, endeavoured to degrade it ^ 
stigmatizing it a» a*plagiarisni, and I co^\ 
Lgnfranc, who had been long his cii^y, re- 
iiicmhered that Augustin Caracci bad formerly 
taken this subject for the Chartreuse of Bo- 
logna; and pretended that Domenjehino, in- 
capable of any great work of original inven- 
tion, had stolen the ideas of Augustin. 

To strengthen this assertion, he employed 
francis Perrier, his pupil, to engrave the 
composition of Augustin, which he circulated 
through Rome. His accusation, unjust m it 
was, had yet some colour of truth. 

It is not to be denied tjiat Pomenichino had 
somewhat availed himself of the general style 
nf cumposition, and disposition of figuvee, pe- 
culiar ti> his preceptor ; but it is impossible to 
charge him with any want of inventuai ; 4Qt, 
whatever be fhc merit of the work of Augustin, 
it caa sustain no comparisou with that of 
Domenichmo> in the truth and beauty of 
Ma 
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«■ onceptioii, the strencjth of chardcter, anrl that 
abundance of palhetic expression A^hicb en- 
noble the thoughts, and exalt (he snperi- , 
ority of this jyreal painter far beyond the com- 
petition of any coteinporary rival The eii- < 
graving of the picture of Augustin, published 
by l.anfranr, did not, houever, produce the 
expected efUct; it only served to display his 
malevolence, and establish the fame of Do- 
inenicliino. 'Muii, Cointnunion of St. Jerome 
was fini,^htd ill idi i, in the thiity-third )cai 
of his age. 

If this masterpiece mUIi which he enriihed 
the ail hiid not the poMcr to hilrnce his ene- 
mies, it iiei ertheless iucreasi d the nninbemf 
hi'' p.'irti 7 :insj^ M.-d consequently, of his eiii- 
plovers Ihi‘*iiicss now (lowed in upon him.

He was not susceptible of any lasting ftr 
vchemeiil auger j nod iiotwillistaiiduig he 
saw with concern the repntaiion oT Guido 
advanced above liu: own, he yet iicvc r liositated 
to do justice to his talents, and ticut him with 
friendship whenever they met. In the sequel, 
these two men, so worthy of esteem, were of 
mutual service to each other. 

He judged with equal impartiality the un-

In liis early youth he hud a deriiVd }a.stc 
for music; hc had acqiyiiyd a theoretic know- 
ledge of it; and many able composers were 
fTmd of hearing him disconrsf* ii|U»»’. the art, 
aud werJ accustomed frequently to consult 
him. Jem J)oiii, in his treatise iijum theatri- 
cal iiiusie,has mentioued with praise Ihenamtt 
of IJomcnichiiio us one of the most bkillfui 
judges. • , 

His pencil was always cliavte, tife purity of 
his iirainiers added lustic to the brilliancy of 
hi; talthts ; and this painter may, perhaps 
singly^ challenge the raie praise of being not 
only most eminent i:i his art, but equally di . 
t’.iiguislKtl for tliose virtuous pracl^ces wliieit 
inspire Ibe veneration of Hie good.

“ His ndlibii of engaging in some literary 
undcrtlikiug was adopted during his 5,ct>c- 
‘meiit, and with the prospect of long and un- 
interrupted lei.siire fore him. Vv'he.i he had 
determined upon employing so ;ie p::;tof it 
ill writing, he was, t^o doi'l:t, actuated hy a 
VI rif'ty of eousideratious, in the choiee of the 
task he should uiidcrluke. His philosophy 
had )ie\er rendere d hisn insensible to the gra- 
tifiratioii wliieli the jiope of jiosthiiinons fame 
80 otteii prodnci's in great iiiiiuls , and though 
rritii^'sm might he luoi’e r.ungcuial to the 
halgffnand amusements of his rctryat, an his- 
torical work scciiied more of a piece with the 
tenor of his foriuei* life, and iniglit prove of 
gre itcr benefit to the public and to posterity. 
ThottC motives, together with liii intimate

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lie dl'cw' of Ills tlcsi^ii to*mc, it would, if com 
plcted, have been an invaluable nionuiueiit oi 
the great originality of thought, and singular 
philosophical acutoiiesn, wftb wlfich he was 
accustomed to treat of such sulijccts in his 
• inost^careless conversations. But though 
varietjj of literary projects iingFit occasionally 
•conic across him, he was very cautious of 
^ praniisii^ too much } for he wa:^ dware, that 
\vliatevgr\he iiiidertook, liis progress in it 
would necessarily he extremely slow, lie could 
not but forsce that, as new events arose^ his 
friends would urge him to return to politics ; 
and though his own inclinations might enable 
liiiii to resist their entreuticf^ the very discus- 
sion on the propriety of yielding wonid*pro 
duce an attention to the state of pithlii af- 
laKs, and divert him in somt degree from the 
pui'Aiiit in wl^cli he was eiigaffed. But it was 
yet more dillicult to fortify himself against 
tlie sediirlion of his own inclination, which 
was coiitinnally (h awing him off from his 
historical n scarclies*to <Titi(!al in(]uiries, to 
the study of the classics, and to works of ima- 
gination and poctiy. Aliundaiit proofs exist 
of the ctrcct of thcsc^inlcrruptions, both on 
his labours and on his mind. Ills letters ar 
filled uitli coinplaints of such as arose from 
polities, while he Upc'uks M'itli delight and 
touiplacency of whole days devotiid to Euri- 
pides and Virgil.” , 

The following letter is given as a fitpo^im^lP 
of liis familar correspondence, and aBbrds an 
idea of the rintiirc of the researches in w'hicb 
his miiidw'as aecustomed totiiiUciid itself:—'

“ In di’feiice of iiiy opinion about the 
nightingales, I find Chaucer, who of all poets 
seetiis to have been the fondest jof the singly 
of birds, ('alls it a Mcm/ note ; and though 
Theocritus mentions nightingales s1x«or seven 
times, he never mentions their note as plain- 
tive or iiieUucholy.^ It is true, he docs not 
call it any where merry, ns Chaucer does ; but 
by mentioning it with the song of the black- 
bird, and ns answering it, be seems to imply 
that it was a cheerful note. Sophocles is 
against us ; but even be says, lamenting li^s, 
and tbc comparison of her lo Electra, is rather 
as to perseverance day and iii^lit, than as to 
sorrow. At all events 8 tragic poet is not half 
so good authority in this question, as Tlieu- 
'erttus and Chaucer. I cannot light upon tin 
passage in theOdyssey, where Penelope's rest- 
lessness is compared to the niglilingale, but 
1 am sure that it is only as to icstlessncss am' 
watchfulness that he makes Ihv comparison 
If you will read the last bo4»kh of the 
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Odyssey, you will certainly find it, aad I am 
sure yo\i will be paid for your hunt, wbethev 
you hud it or not. The passage in Chaucer is 
in the Flower and Leaf, p. <)(). The one 1 
particularly allude to in Theocritus, is iu his 
Epigrams, I think in the fourth. Drydeu lias 
transferred the word mtirtf to the goldfinch, ill 
the Flower and nic Lpaf, iu d('fercnce, may be, 
to the v'ulgar error ; biif pray r(;ad hi** descrip- 
tion of the niglilingale there : it is quite de- 
lightful. I aim afraid I like these rcsearclios 
Hs iiiii^h b(!ttcr tllim those that rtdate to 
Shaftesbury, SuiuUmIuiuI, &c. as 1 do those 
better thiiA attending the iloiise of Commons.

ifaving occ.-isinii to mention the Letter ad- 
dre.ssed by Mr. Fox to the k'.lcetors ofWcsl- 
miii.ster, and his Speech on the late Duke of 
BeiHord, ].,ortl Holland takes this* oppor- 
tunity of observing that,*wit}i the exception 
of the 14th, J61h, and perhups a few other 
iiiutibers of a periodical fxihlicatiou in 177p, 
.‘ailed Tluf Englishman, and an Epitaphxfli the 
Late Bishop of Dow'ue, the above are. the only 
pieces of prose he ever printed, unless, indeed, 
one %^'cre to reckon his Advertis(‘incnts to (he 
Eketors, and the Parliamentary Papers whivh 
he may have drawn up. His Lonfthi]) adds, 
that there arc seviM’al specimens of his ])oelicHl 
composTtions, in difiercntdungiiuges*, but th(! 
Liims on Mrs Crewe, and those to Mrs. Fox,

H is well known that one i3f the principal 
iiducements of IMf. Fox for visUingtPiwR iu 
ISOf, was the desire to avail himself i# pos- 
stblc, of the documents relating to th.it permd 
of Fhiglisli histor) of which he proposed 
o treat, which had been deposited iu the 
Scotch College at Paris; or at least to ascor- ^ 
alh Vhe fate of those papers, if they %ere no 
longer iu existence. For the siieciiiet and in- 
eaestiiig slatciucnl of ^le result of his re- 
learehes on this subject, given in his own^ 
words, we must refer the inquisitive reader to 
he worlj ilselL »

urge a portion of public notice as Mr. Fox, the 
luiuiitcst puilkcul^ie can scarceW prove uu- 
iiitercHting. 
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“ The manuscript Jionk fi«m which this 
work has been printed, is fur the most part in 
the hand'M't'itiiigof Mrs. Fox. It was written 
out under the iiispcrtioii of Mr. Fox, and is 
occasionally rorrccted by him. His habit was 
spldum or ever to be alone, when employed in 
composition. He was accustomed to write on 
co^^ers of letters, or .scraps of paper, sentences 
w hich he in all probability had turned in his | 
loind, and in some decree formed in the course 
of his walks, or dnriii;i; his honrft of leisure. 1 
These he read over to Mrs. Fox; she wrote j 
them out in a fair hand in the book, and before 
he destroyed the orif^innl paner, he* examined 
and approved of the copy. the (;onrsc of 
thus dictating tron. his own writing, he often 
altered the language and cvtni the construction 
of the sentence. Though he generally tore 
the scraps of paper as soon as the ])assages 
wer<j^ filtered in fhe book, several liave beim i 
preserv.vd, and it is* plain from tlie^ erasures . 
,..,aud alterations in them, that they had iiitder- j 
gone much revision and correct ion before they ] 
were read to his amuiiucusis.” 

\Vc now come to the consideration of Mr. 
Fox's work itself, which is divi<le«l into three 
chapters. In the first of these, a.s iiitrofinc- 
toi y to the other two, the uu\liur trdxi s a rapid I 
view of Fiiglisli history from the AcceRsion of i 
Henry Vll. to the Heath of Fharler II. ; but ' 
it is only respecting tlie events subsequent to 
the year iC lo, tliat be eiiteis into any details, ' 
his observations on the jircccdiiig portion of 
the period.iiicludcd in this rliapter being coii- 
fineil to four pages. The second and third 
chap*‘’rs fiic wholly occupied with tlie transac- 
tions of the first five months dllr the reign of 
Janies 11. Thai iiioiiareh ascended the throne 
on tiiw .^tk of February, it)ty:'i, and the history 
closes ivi^i the execution of the Duke of Moii< 
uioulh on the I'Sth of July in the same year. 

The principal events of the interval crobra- 
‘ ced ill this work, must be too familiar to every 
^lersun who is at all conversant with the history 
of the country, to need recapitulation. Fi-otn 
tlie principles which Mr. Fox professed, it is 
easy to iin,aginc that he should differ in opinion 
on certain points from the historians who have 
preceded him, on whom he accordingly now 
^ and then utiiinadverts with consideratle free- 
dom. Hnmc, ill particular, he thus charac- 
terizes He was an iexccllent man, and of 
great powers of mind, but his partiality to 
kings and princes is intolerable. Nay, it is in 
my,opipif{n quite ridiculous, and is more like 
mulish admiraiiou which women and chil- 
dren sometimes have fur kings, than the opi- 
nion, right or wrong, of a philosopher." In 
his reflectious on the execution of Russell and 


Sidney, accused of a pWticipation in what was 
denominated the Rye*house plot, Mr. Fox in 
particularly severe upon this historian, who 
observes, that if the King had p irdoned them, 
though such ail interference might have been 
an act of heroic generosity, it could not be 
regarded as an indis]>cnsablc duty. ‘‘ I never 
reflect on Mr. llunic's statement of tnis mat-* 
ter," says Mr. Fox, “ hut with tlif dccpVst « 
fegret. Widely as 1 difler fronii^ii.:i upon , 
many other occasions, this appears to nic to 
beUicmust rrprcliensihle passage of this whele 
work. A s])iiit of adulation toward.s deceased 
princes, though in a good measure free from 
the imputation o^ interested meanness which 
is justly attached to flattery, when applied to 
liviii^ moiiarchs ; yet as it is less intelligible 
with rr.spcct to it* motives than the other, so 
is it in its cons'queners still m-^re pernicious 
to lhc»genri al interests of mankind. Fear of 
ceiisuie from contemporaries will seldom have 
iniich eflVet upon men in situations of iin li- 
mited authority ; they will loo often flatter 
themselves that the same power whicli enables 
I them to rominit the crime, will secure them 
from reproach. The dread of posthumous 
infamy, therefore, being (he only rcNtraint, 
their consciences rxrcptcd, upon the passions 
ofsucli persons, it is lamtotalde that this last 
defence (feeble enough at be.st) shoiilil in any 
degree be impaired; and impaired it must be, 
iCuotHuvally destroyed, when tyrants can hope 
to find in a man like Hume, no less eminent 
for the integrity and benevuleiirc of his heart, 
than fur the dc-ptU'aiid soundness of his under- 
standing, an apologist for even their foulest 
murders." 

'J'his paragraph will he siiflicicnt to give aii 
idea of the manly .spirit of freedom which per- 
vades the work before us, and which is, per- 
haps, its chief recommeiirlution. 

luthai small portion of the history of James 
the Second, which Mr. Fox lived to complete, 
he seems to have laboured to prove that abso- 
lute pow'cr, and not, as all other writers have 
hitherto advanced, the establishment of popery 
|(iwas the favourite object of that monarch's am- 
bition. Ill this notion, however, he docs not 
I appear to be warranted by the documents 
j which he has iiitrodnrcd by way of appendix. 
These consist chiefly of the letters w*hich 
passed between Barillun, the French Ambas- 
sador at the Court of Londom and Louis XIV. 
The appendix contains also the corrcspoiifl- * 
ence between the F2arl of Sunderland, then 
Secretary of >Statc, and the Bishop of Oxford, 
i’eBpec..ing the expulsion of Mr. Locke from 
the University,, which will not be perused 
without particular interest; the hill for the 
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prrRci valion of tlio perRgii and {iC4)vei‘ninciit of 
Khig James the Srcoiicl ; and an account of 
Kiclia<cl HuinlioM, a companion' of the Karl uf 
Aryfylc, in liis dcsccmt in SV'otland, and ac- 
cused of being an acroinplirc in IhoRye-hnusc 
jdot, (aken from I.ord Kountainliairs inanii- 
tecript memoirs — 'riio appendix uLcupi^s about 
^ne-thit*d of the volume. ' 

We shVll now subjoin an extract ^»r two, in 
order to ^ahic the reader to forin a judgment^' 
of the sfyltSiml manner of the historiun.

that he Mas unprincipled, ungrateful, mean, 
ami treaeherons, to wliit h may be added vin- 
ilietive, and lemorsekss. For iiuriict, ^iii re- I 
fusing to him the praise of cleineiiey^and ft*’- 
giveucss, seems to be peifecMy justifiable, nor 
is it conceivable upon what yretenee bis ^Kirti- 
zaus |iave taken this ground of paiicgyrick. 

I doubt w'hetlier a sin^gle instance* can be pro- 
duced, of his having spared the life of anyone 
whom motives, either of ptdicy or revenge, 
prompted him to destroy. To alledge that of 
Munmoutli, as it would be an uifroiii to Imi- 
mau nature, so would it likewise imply the 
most severe of all satires against lhe*iiionarcli 
himself, and wc may add too an undeserved 
one. For in oulor to consider it as an act of 
incritorious forbearaiieo on his part, that he 
diil not follow the example of Constantine, and 
Philip the Second, by imbruing his hands ii^ 
the blood of liis sou, we must first suppose 
him to have been wholly droid of every natural 
aficetion, which does not appear to have been 
the case. His declaration, f hgt he would have 
pardoned Essex, being made w'hen that noble- 
man was dead, and not followed by any act 
evincing its sincerity, can surely obtain no cre- 
dit from men of sense. If he had really had 
the intcHtioii, he ought not to have made such 
a declaration, unless he accompanied it with 
some mark of kindness to the relations, or

Before he left the Uastlc (at Edinburgh) 
he had his dinner at the usual hour, at which 
he difr .nirsed, not only calmly, luit even cheer- 
fully with Mr. Charteiis (the clergyman who 
attended him) ^and otheis. After dinner he 
retired," as was his custoVn, to his bed- 
chamber, ’'here, it is recorded, he slept qiiietiy 
for about a quarter of an hour. While he was 
in bod, one of the inembcrs of the council came 
and intimated to the attcnrlajits a desire to 
speak wijh him: upon being told that the 
E^rl was asleep, ami had left orders not to''l)e 
disturbed, the manager dishdieved the account, 
which he considered as U device to avoid fiir- 
th er questionings. To satisfy him, the door of 
thchcd-chanibcr was half opened, and he tlieii 
beheld, enjoying a sweet and tranquil s1l^lTlber, 
the man, who by the doom of him and his 
fellow’s, was !•» die w ithin the space of two 
short hours'. Struck with the sight, he hur- 
ried out of the room, quitted the castle with 
the utm .st precipitation, and hid himself in 
the lodgyi^ of an acquaintance wfio lived 
near, where he flung himself upon the first 
bed that presented itself, and had every ap- 


pearance of a man suffer iiig the most excru- 
ciating torture. His friend, who had been 
apprized hy the servant of the state he was in, 
and who naturally concluded that he was ill, 
offered him f^ome w iiic. . He refused, saying, 

‘ No, no, that will not help me \ \ have been 
ill at Argyle, and saw him sleeping as plea- 
santly as ever man did, within an hour of 
eternity. But as for me n 

For our lasf specimen we shall take, .he exe- 
cihion of the Duke of Monmouth, w'hficbcloscs 
the work. 

“ At ten o’clock on the l.»th (July iGss).. 
Monmouth proceeded in a carriage of the 
Lieutenant of the Tow'cr, to Tower-Mill, the 
place destined for his execution. The two 
bishops were in the carriage with him, and 
one of them took that opportiuiity of iiiforin- 
ing him, that their controversial altercations 
were not yet at &ii cud ; and thvt upon the 
scafioh^ he would again he pressed for more 
explicit and satisfactory declarations of repent- 
ance. When arrived at the bar, which had 
been put up for the purpose of ktipir.g out 
the multitiidr, IMonmouth dcscemUd from the 
carriage, and luouiit^'d the scatiold, with a 
Arm step, attended by his spiritual assistants, 
flic sheriffs and exicntioners were already 
there. The coucoiirse of sjxTtalors w’as iii- 
luimtTable, and if we are tl] credit traditional 
accounts, never was the general compassion 
more afTectingly expre!^'«ed. 'fhe tears, si'ihs, 
aiK* groaiik, w hich the first sight of heart- 
rending spectacle prod need, were soon sue- 
ccedet'' hy an universal and awful silinee ; a 
respectful attention, and atiec t innate anxid y 
to hear everj syllable that should pa.ss the 
lips of the suflerer. 'I'ho J^iike Ingan hy say- 
ing he slynild speak little; he came to die, 
and he should die a Protestant of the chinch 
of England. H^re he was i uteri- up ted by the 
ussistaiit.s, and told, that, if he w'as of the 
church ofThigland, he must acknowledge the 
doctrine of non-resistance to he true. In vain 
did he reply that if he ackiic wh'djftd the doc- 
trine of the church in gcueral, it included all ; 
they insist d lie shoulil u'wn that doctrine par- 
ticularly with respect to Ills ease, and urged 
much more ronccrniiig their favourite point, 
upon which, however they obtained nothing 
but a repetition in sulistance of former an- 
swers. He was ,then proceeding to speak of 
Lady Harriet Wentworth, of his high esteem 
for her, and of hib con firmed opinion that 
their connection was innocent in the sight of 
God; when Goslin, the sheriff, asked him with 
all the unfkclihg bluiitnrss of a vulgar mind, 
whether be was ever inairied to her. The 
Dukerefosiug to answer, the same magistrate, 
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in tlie like strain, though chanc^ingf his sub- 
ject, sai<l he hoped to have heard of his re- 
pentaiire for tlia treason and bloodshed which 
had been coniuiitted; to the prisoner

'‘There w is notnV-ig, they said, In that 
caper about resistance; nor, though Mon- 
ruouth, quite worn out with llicir import uni- 
ties, s.iid to one of them, * I aiu to die, — Fray 
my Lord,— -I lefer to my paper,’ would the^c• 
men think it consistent with their duty to 
desist.

Mon mouth, 
ah that modesty inscyarable from tiue 
bravery, deoifd that he was in geiicrui less 
fearful than other men, maintain ing that his 
present eon rage was o^'iiig to*his conscious- 
ness that Cud ha^l forgiven him for his past 
•trmipgrisoiorts, of all w'hidi gcuerally he re- 
pented with all Kls soul. 


“ At last the reverend assistaiitfl consented 
to join with him in prayer, but no sooner were 
they risen fron their kneeling posture, than 
they returned to their charge. Not satisfied 
with liat hud passed, they exhorted him to a

173R-y. H-g was an Iri^lwiiaii by l»irth, 
and his parents were settled at ('nfk, mi 
Ireland. — The original destination of his 
life was to the Ihnnan ratholic church; 
but Barry rejecied, svithout much diffi- 
culty, the promises of popery for those of 
the peneiJ. ' • 

In the 23th year of his aije, he left his 
native country upon one of the usual cam- 
j'iiigns of a sangiiiye genius, — a trip to the 
British metropolis. — Here, he reasonably 
imagined, if any where, llu\ pencil was 
secure of patronage and employment'— ^\s 
an Irishman, and a man of genius, lie ob- 
tained an introduction to he cclehrtted 
Fidmiind Burke, whose* patronage and 
fi ieiifAhip he secured in the best shape in 
which they could be bestowed upon him: 
we scarcely need mention tliat Burtc was 
the avenue to his acquainlauce with Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, who donitSticatcd him 
in his family, and gave every cnepurage- 
mcnl to his promising talents. 

At the table of Reynolds Barry much 
distinguished himself by a strength of ori- 
ginal thought, and an uncommon fire and 
intiepidity of genius; for, at no pait of 
his life was it the custom of Barry to be 
very diffident of his ahilhies, or to umfer- 
rate himself in his art. In order to abate 
his vanity, and expand his taste and judg- 
ment, Burke procured him a supply of 
money for the purpose of foreign travel.

The world has generally agreed that his 
master- pieces are the paintings wilieh arc ' 
exhibited at the Society for the Fncou- ‘ 
ragement of Arts and Manufactures. The i 
oiigii'. i)f tlicse works is s.iid to b'avc been * 
produced by a Luggestion of Sir Joshua 
l{cynvid»» who, in the times of their inti- 
macy, proposed that Barry should employ 
his pencil to adorn the walls of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral 'fo this ihcre^^was an objection, 
horn a suspicion in the minds of some peo- 
ple of g>eat purity of conscience and deli- 
cacy in every thing that related to leligion, 
(hat the prop sed paintings^wonld atJo5‘a' 
ill with that simplicity and rejection of ex- 
terior ornament whiih the Protestant 
church requiied — Bany, whether con- 
vinced or not by he arguments, was obliged 
to drop his into ition, and accordingly be 
undeitook to paint for the Society of Arts 
in the Adeiphi the celcbiated pictures 
exhibiting the “ Progrcis of Civilization.” 

These paintings arc certainly the indi- 
cations of a very strong and original genius. 
— “Thg^'a is something very bold and sub- 
limo in the conception, and the strong and 
manly parts are finished with much art and 
industry. They are, indeed, occasionally 


deprnved by a kind of eccentricity, a sort 
of tortuosity of mind, which infected his 
wdiole chaiacter; his greatness is not with- 
out extravagance; his sublimity is some- 
times rather the Airy than the perfection » 
of invention. — However, of the more lofty 
and decided parts of these works, w'e may' 
venture t» pronounce, that the excellence 
is so uncommon and oiigiual, and Micde-., 
fects comparatively so rare and minute, 
tha* they must ever distinguish the iiaire 
of Barry among the British artists. — Wc 
must not, however, acquit these pieces 
with praise, even qualified as this is: jus- 
lice conqiels us to say, that in the minor, 
and wlia* wc would call the subsidiary paits 
of these pictuies, there is a want of deli^ 
racy of pencil^ fif giace, of cultivated and 
refined taste, and likewise of that i/\descnh- 
able somcthin^y wbicli, ifi painting, as in 
every other art, is the tiiic inspiration and 
real mystery of genius. 

The general chgiracter/of this painter is 
to be collected from the above remarks. 
He was a painter who did not want genius, 
but industry to make him a master of his 
art. His strength lay ib conceiving origi- 
nally, and with manliness and good sense ; 
but he wanted science and labour to cxe- 
c*ute as well as he thought; and, above all, 
bo wanted humility ; for he left a lasting 
complaint impressed on every one of his 
pictures, that he was too soon satisfic \ with 
himself. 

He jyas chiefly famous for a manly coarse- 
ness and a vigour of imagination; but his 
s'zicnce was depraved by eccentricity ; bis 
imagination was distempered by a rage of 
invention which produced quaintness ra- 
ther than novelty. 

In respect to the n.oral character of 
Barry, it was not amiable. His temper was 
unccitain, and occasionally brutal; bis od- 
dities rendered it unsafe to mix with him ; 
and they w^ere so offensive, that they could 
not be submitted to, for the sake of his 
genius. In his person he was dirty and in^ 
different; in his deportment a savage; in 
his opinions fierce and ebstinale; in his 
general ccnduct various; always unplea- 
si ng, harsh, and repulsive.

the Grecian Theology.

AtL human,.works aie imperfect, and , 
if any are esteemed as perfect, it is because | 
we do not know llieir delects. Human j 
perfection IS but a ^inli!itude or a shadow | 
of true perfection, and for that reasQq, the 
word '^te is used in painting, to signify 
thatawrkcan have the taste of peifec- 
tioti without being truly perfect,^ This, 
taste in painting, is in part like that of the 
,, palate, hepausc the one touclies the mouth, 
and tongue, and. the other moves the eye 
and the intellect. In both, taste Las many 
gradations, which are all comprehended 
under the same denomination; and sinc^ 
many things are'of a sweet, bitter, or sour 
taste, without the bitter, sour, and sweet 
Veing of equal ^strength, is <ilso in 

painting, the great, the delicate, and the 
forcible, and each of these in different ?nd 
distinct degrees. 

EXPLAN'aTIOM of taste. 

All that wliich does not touch or move 
iC^ian, cannot please him; and no food is 
agreeable unless it hc.s-some distinguish- 
able .flavour. In the same manner in 
painting rt is likewise necessary that every 
thing that the eye behoUls should touch 
and affect the nerves in oidcr to picas- 

Taste is Enable rii every one, as much 
as style and mani>ers, with this only dif- 
ftience, th?t it It found, in general, either 


good or bad, and is judged according as it 
is; so that taste might be praise-worthy 
when it is no ways \)crfect; and since we 
call many things sweet or sour, which 
savour very little of that flavour, thus, 
also, a painting might he of good ta.ste, 
although it partakes very little of perfec- 
tion. The taste of painting can also be of 
good or tad habitude, as well as that of the 
flavour, since the eye becomes habituated 
as well as the pq;|ate. Strong f(ml, and 
liquors, destroy the taste, hut that which is 
light preserves the most dclical'* flavour. — 
Thus it is likewise in paintkigi those 
pieces which arc forced or overcharged, 
destroy the taste of the art, but the simply 
beautiful works accustom the eye to a more 
delicate sense. The taste of those who like ^ 
heavy and gaudy pieces, arises from a low 
and vulgar mind; whereas, those who like 
only the cool and tender subjects, have, in 
general, a taste very refined ; and this di- 
versity is not only found in the amateurs, 
but in the processors of the art.

. ^ TASTE. . 

The best taste ,which nature can give, is 
that of the medium, since iF pleases man- 
kind in general. I'astc is that which de- 
termines painters i^^ their choice, and from 
that cjjoicc we judg^ and know if their 
taste be good or bad. Good, and the best, 
i is that taste which is between the two e.\- 
I tremes, and each extreme is bad. 
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The paintings wliich arc commonly 
praised, and esteemed ^)f gG«)d taste, are 
those in which one* sees well expressed the 
piliicipal ohjcTts,wilh a certain ease which 
hides all labour anti art. llt)th these styljs 
arc*|'leasing, and give great ciedit to the 
!|uthor, whom one hclievcs*li^ have had 
grca4 judgment in choosing st) well fhe 
j)riiK i^)al things, and must havciiad great 
^la*enls to have pcrfoimed his wor^ with 
such farility. 

'flic grandeur of taste consists? in the 
choit'o of parts superior^o the cf)ipiyon, as 
MiplI in man as in nature, and in hiding 
^Mibordinatc and tiivial p^rts, which iwc not 
absolutely iTccessary. 

Meannes^ iti taste, is that which e^'presscs 
the great and the infewor in the s!imc 
jnanner; fiom* whence the whole sinks 
hr low inodiociityf and is almost without 
taste. 

licautiful taste N, filially, that which ex- 
presses the niiKst boiuitifnl |)arts of natiiic. 
This, therefore, is snpej ior to mediocrity, 
and is sublime in comparison to that vv hich 
expresses but tbi inferior and ugly parts 
of iialure. In the same manner aje the 
pleasing and significant tasUs, w^tl^ many 
others one migh4 mention. * 

Ta*stc is that which, in painting, pro- 
duces and determines ^ pgncipal scope, 
and*caiise^jnc to choose or^ reject that 
which is conformable or contrary to llic 
same. llcncc it is that wlien we sec 
a work in which the whole is cxjiressed 
witliout distinction and variety, w<k p^fo- 
• nounce the author to liave been void of 
taste; because lie has not disrtnguislicd 
himself by any thing particular; and such 
works remain, jf we may so say, without 
any expression. The .vvoiks of every 
painter succeed according to the choiejj 
he makes, in which is to be undcr- 
stoocl, the colouring, dare-obscure, dra^ 
pery, and every other, thing rchdive to 
painting. If i*e chooses the ])arts iiiost^ 
beautiful and giand, he will produce works 
of the best taste. All •that i>» beautiful 
discovers the* good ipialfty of a thing, 
'and the revcise is tluiL which shows only 
the .had parts. Paintfrs, therefore, con- 
sider the necessary pcifection of anji thing 
which they behold, and make choke of 
tliosc things which best ag’ee with their 
desires, since these must be bcautiftvi. On 
Supplcwcnt^V^L JV.

I HOW TASTE A^UEES WITH IMITATION'. 

I Imitation is the tost part of piuiuiiAg, 

' and of course the most nec^.ssar}, althoiigli 
not the most boaiiliful. That which is ne- 
cessary is never the most oinamented, uoj^ 
the nio.st elegant; bocause necessity shows 
P'oveity, and ornamenifi are sigii' of abun- 
dance ; and since painting, gene Jiily speak- 
ing, is 'ought after more fur ort.ainent than 
for necfr^sity,and as every thinu is esteemed 
.T^-cording as its first gau'e is g^ood or bad,’ 

. thus it is that we prefer in iiaiuting oriia- 
, ments to necessity. And for that jeason 
I are also more estimable those psgntcrs who 
’ U 
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liav^ much iiiventioil, than those who 
possess only inerl ifiiitation. * The arts 
being therefore Composed of both the'se 
paits, hewiil be the gieatest master who 
possesses both. These two parts belong 
the one to tlic other, and ludtu in the fol- 
lowing manner;^ that w,^idea, which is the 
parent of ta^te, u as the soul whose i infla- 
tion forms the body., This soul, or rea^j^oii, 
ought tef* choose fronf the. whole'rangc of 
nat^rq'* those paits, which according to 
the human idea arc the most beautiful ; but 
ought not to CEeate** new parts which are 
not to be f(9un^in oatiire ; for by thbt, the 
art would* be enfeebled, and lo^e, as one 
might say, its body, and from whence its | 
beauty would betoinc obscure Jo inen.-i- 
By /his rlca I do, not mean more than tlic 
good dhoicc one m<ikes of natural^ things, 
;l.id not that of ap invention of new things.. 
If therefore a painting beexecuted in such a 
manner that it discovers the most Ijcauttful 
parts, of nature, and that in each part ap- 
pears natural tfuth, one shall perceive in 
tin; whole good taste, without prejudice to 
the part Qf imitation. 

Here it is necessary to make another 
reflection, which is of the diflerefiCc be- 
tween taste and style. Taste, as ihave 
many times said, consists in choice; style, 
hbwevcrv is a kind of imposition, oV Action, 
and is of two kinds ; that is, one which is 
produc^'by omitting many parts, and the 
other which creates and invents many new 
parts. many examples of the 

one and of the other. * Those who have 
sought greatness, have sometimes omiftad 
tuch parts that^’the 'Essential one of the ob- 
, ject itself has remained twanged and de- 
i^troyed. Othcf^s, likewise, have lushed to 
meliorate, and correct the things of th^ir 
^hoihe, making the great greater, and the 
little less, thus viojating nature, as well 
1.1 form and design, as in colouring and 
clare-obscure, and in all the parts of the 
art. True tastel which arrives necrest to 
^jperfcction, is that which chooses of the 
best and most uscfitl^parts of nature, re- 
jecting the useless, and preserving the 
essentia! part of any thing. Then the 
whole true and of the highbst taste ; for 
in such a ca9£ nature is improved, but not 
changed as happens in style. 


HISTORY OF TASTE. 

Since all huniap things are 'imperfect, 
and of the good nothing remains but the 
will of choice; all the success of our ope- 
rations depends on choice, and the true 
grandeur of it; and he is truly great, who 
knows thc^yalue of every thing, and of 
c(^ursc distinguishes what is more or less 
gicat, aAd what is most estimable, so as to 
begin from that, and to apply the genius, 
and fix the desires upon the execution ©i 
things jvorthy and gioat. In this mode of 
thinking and acting, the most celebrated 
and *chlightencd artists have distin* 
gnished themselves, even from the an- 
cient Greeks Uf the presentf lime. TlVe 
gi cater part have known that which is most 
wwili/ in Tiature, and upon which they 
have Axed all their study, and employed all 
their diligence and indpstry. '^he inferior 
geniuses, because they are attached to me- 
diociity, hclieTC that in this consists all the 
art*; and the lowest description of artiste 
remain enchanted at beholding the mi* 
nutix of litjlc works, taking them for 
principal things; inasmuch as human 
ignorance has passed from the trifling to 
the useless, fioin the useless to the ugly, 
atM from * the ugly tq the false and 
chimerical. The first of those wh6 pos* 
scss#d great tastr were the GrcciShs; 1 do 
not intend to speak of the first inventors 
of the art, 'but only of those wht. have car- 
ried it to the highest degree ofbeauty and 
good taste. They knew that the arts were 
ipvc;Qted for jnen; that mankind love no- 
thing so much as themselves, and for thati 
reason man ought to be the most worthy 
object of the arts; on which account they 
employed the greatest diligence to that 
part of nature.. Man fieing of himself 
more worthy in his natural figure than 
when decorated with clothing, they de- 
picted, and formed him^ in general naked, 
excepting only the female sex, which de- 
cency and modesty permitted not to appear 
in this state.* They considered man to be 
the work most worthy of nature, for the 
commodlousuf^s and symmfetry of his for- 
mation which is ^lerived from bis aspect, 
and from the higliest disposition and ordi- 
natior. of his members; hence they were 
the first to apply themselves principally 
to proportion. They observed finally^

Hence they Avere elevated 
to their ricit}', and Ufok fioin lunnan 
nature tho^i^i parts which most agreed with 
the imaginary quality of their flt)d;^nd 
in that manner Jthey bcga*n their choice. — 
They rejected at first, in forming these | 
figuiative*(iods, all those parts which clia- ' 
racterize human weakness; heme they 
made them of liuinali figure, the nfost 
pel feet in all nature, hot not of human 
quality and defects. This Js the deriva- 
tion of beauty. • At last they found the 
degree of medium betAveen the Deity and 
humanity ; they united thc^c^two parts, and 
thus invented tlje form of tlidir ftero<‘#L — 
Tlieif it Avas that the ai t arrived at its acme, 
becaiisrty that union, divine and hifnian, 
thc^ came to the knowledge of all the 
proper siji|^ficatio|js of the gdbd and bad, 
in figure ifnd aspect. 

Besides the end here mentioned, they 
had also occasion, by means of thegf^cys- 
^ toms, to exercise IhemselveS in accidental 
things, such as clothing, drapery^ animals, 
&c. but these parts aa'ibic only esteemed 
according to their mciits, since the «art 
remained only*among l^ic powerful and 
elevated geniuses. So that, thcrefor(^ 
when men of meaner talents undertook the 
art, and the judgment of works wa.^ not pro- 
nounced by Avisc men ayd philosoplfers, but 
by ^the wealthy and great, the art decay- j 
cd by degrees, and at last degenerated to 
that trifling ininutenessAbove expressed; 
so that in those times* they produced 
' things the most shockij;ig, absurd, and vm- 
just. In this mannef, for instance, hare 
they introduced grotcs({ue, anck other 
AA'orks. Since that time the art has no 
longer been subject to reason, but has been 
abandoned only to chance. If theiie were 


prodiic<?d froni pure imitation remain 
alAvnvs unequal in tflcmstjjvcs^ and it ap- 
l^ars at times tliai olie part js done by 
some gicat man, and the other by sonic 
jgnwrant person, 

• It is therefore necessary that painters 
who are imitators, sceje ifot only fojnfitatc 
the wrflk, hut also the motive of its modyl. 
j When 1-heie were successively intelligent 
])eison:»in the polite arts, whi.h lin[f)ieiicd 
under some Roman Kmpeiors, one pic- 
senlly beheld some lighu, wliich liAwever 
AA'cre extinguished as soon as they were 
deprived of arimcnt. In this mamicf the 
art, and its taste, have iiicreasetf and dimi- 
nished till at last it has been almost dc- 
stro^'ed, because artists have begun lo woik 
formant, after the mUniier of meihaiiics 
and joiriieymen. Thus the artjt^lfhas 
fallen into discredit, not less among tin; 
learned and great men, Imt anio^^ all peo- , 
plCr and has remained tdeprived of tho 
means raising itself, because it was not 
founded on huvian necessity, as arc tho 
ot<»er arts and .sciences ; being rather the 
mark of opiilciKC ancK wisfloin than neces- 
sity, and for that reason ought of course to 
have lasted ift*>blivion iy those barbaroqi 
aj;es, in A^llich all tlic world, a%J priuci- 
paljy Europe, were^ inundated by •wars, 
and ill Avhich •men occupied themselves 
chiefly in devastation an^ reciprocal (i|)- 
pressions. 

When finally the world awakened Jroni 
that horrible lethargy, and began to replay 
itself in the appcaiRitcc of good order, the 
arts also revived, as* one may say, fifuii 
their slate of extinction, iioine rfi '# !•<, llie 
miserable leinains of ojipicssc^ (jicece, 
who odly had a tincture o^ painting, be- , 
cause the images w«e in U!*cj in the Ca- 
tholic church, brought liic art into Italy, 
but so deformed and impel feet, that one 
dtstlii^iishcs in it only dhc gi)od will oi

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desire of painting ji and their poverty, fol 
lo>ved* hy disrcgari!, did not permit them 
to advanc e it. 

AVhen painting began to meet with the 
genius of the Italians, who w^irc then lich 
and powerful, it was rabqfl in sonic dcgiee 
from darkness l/v ditTefontmon of genius, 
among wl'oin is pi inc ipal! >' distingnished 
Ciotto.

Some wiM)(‘d fo imitate natinc, and could 
not; oiiseis, who weie able to unitate it,* ■ 
did pot; Jbut o.ily ehorc wiihoiit knowing 
how th^v lja<l eho^ci>*. J.asily, in the time _ 
oi the thiee great luminaiiesof painting,'.^ 
whii lMs of the said Kajdiael, < ’orre ggio, i 
and Titian, painting as well as .'•cnlpliirc , 
bee (Jir^e exalted, but with elioic e, and from j 
that choice was ^jnoduced the taste (»f the j 
art.. Art being therefore ^n iniitation'of ■ 
all nature,#>ll is too extend ve for the human 
iindei standing, and will he always imper- ' 
feet among men. Such were the pafnters 
before the time of these great men of 
whom we sjicak *, they c hose impc^^rfectly, 
and rejected fiom ignorance, one essential 
pait or aii(»tlier. l^ui these three masters 
chose cafh a peculiar pait, to bestow 
upon tliat all liis application, ^nd if we 
may so spy, to* make all the ai t consist in 
that part. , 

Raphael rlio|;e expresdon, whicli liP 
foiifid in composition and design; (\)r- 
•regg’o sought the plead nguyart, n^iich he 
found ill ccrtain^'fii ms, ])riiicipally, Iiow- 
cver,^in flaie-ohseine; and, lastly, ^rititfii | 
ciniiraced tl}e appeaftincc/)f ti utli, wfiich | 
he found in the liighcst degree of colour- j 
ins;, ^'hc* gre.i4fJ'«t was iiatuially he wdio | 
possessed tl'e mo^t important pint, and ex- 
prcs>i(»ii being no doubt tl.e most useful, 
*\*.kI the most im[uu*^'ipt pait of I’ainting, 
Pi.i! hae! e.ndoulileillji is the gi caU si of tlici 
three, /^fter him follows Torreggio, be- 
cause to delight is llie seconcl important 
pint of fainting; and since truth ratlicr 
• a duty than an ornament, 'fitian is only 
the thiid of thcyivdcr ; but all tbe three are 
great, bec ause cac ti was in possession of a 
principal pait of painting. All thvsc who 


have come after them have had only a 
poition of •that t»espective part , which 
they possessed ; so tliat their taste re- 
mained inferior. The ideal part being 
therefore the first and the greatest j ai t of 
all the art, the am lent Creeks liavU lieen 
gieater thatf 3ll the rest, because the choice 
of^their Jastc compicheiKlcd all the id'iisi- 
hlc perfections. 

Tli^is, according to my opinion, theyi 
arrived to siicli a degree of pcifeclicui, 
fiist, because they did not attempt to cul- 
tivate^ /leld too ‘extensive, so tliat thi'y 
coiild^wilh a talent equal to that of tkc 
inodt'fiiH, lise h^jher than tljpy, and aji* 
p roach, as we may say, nearer t^ the centre 
of j)ei;f(*ction Secondly, because among 
them ignoiant people did not jmtgc of 
tlieir works, as often happens among us, 
but this judgment was reserved flir leaincd 
men and philosoplicis, as we ha\c already 
saijji in another pl»cc. Then, as a wise 
man always judges of tlie works o lanother 
with moderation and di>cretion, on the 
contrary the fboli h and ‘ignorant seek only 
to slander and depreciate, and only make 
pastime to anotherV prejudice. The ari- 
ci(jpts,*f(r that reason, seeking true iiercfec- 
tion more than we, took a* separate p^rt of 
thca^t; they began with the mos4 ncccs- 
sai V, and cnclt*avourcd ratlicr to improve 
that, than U> undertake miiel*>. and to re- 
main imjierfcct. Wf, on the» r ontrarv, 
content oiiiselves in ajjpeariiig perfect to 
’ thc|||r'cs of the simple and ignorant, whose 
nitinc*}’ delighUi’inore than all tlu^ applauses 
of wisdoiii, which bestows not money ; and 
the study of plcasijig the amateurs |)rcvails 
ovjpr reason and the rules of the art. Wc 
: arc indeiitcd for beauty in*Uie aits to these 
people, among wfiom not riches, but reason 
1 1 And wisdom determined the greatness and 
'esteem of a man, where a^pliilosopher 
! was called the greatest man of the city, 

, and askiiful artists* was distiiigwished as 
••a phi!oso|)hci« In such countries and 
nations, the arts ^rrive to greatness; but it 
will be dinicult jii our time Rirthcm to re- 
turn to that degree of elevation. How-* 
ever, if any aitis& of tbc present time 
would wish, notwitlistafiding the universal 
evil, to seek good taste in painting, we will 
advise him what ways and means he should 
pill sue, otherwise it appears to me iiiipos- 
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siWe that lie ran arrive, at this time, to 
perfection in tlic art. / • 

IJ^STKUCTIONS TO PAINTF.RS IN ORDER 
TO OUT A IN A GOOD TASTE. 

Thtrc .'ire two ways by which good ta^kc 
#.'an be attained, when reason#.^ our guide 
Til# one wliieli is the most didicult, isthat 
of clit^o^iing fjoin nature itself what is most 
useful and beautiful; the other more easy, 
is to be learnt from the works in wl/ith the 
choice is already Aadc. 

For the first, the tineients arrived^ at 
^^erlcction; that is to say, in beauty and 
,•111 good taste. The mamr part of mo- 
dems, tbeiVfore. after me tlirec aforesaid 
great luiSinaiies, Raphael, fo-.^havc at- 
tain'd it by secondai \ ancans. 'llK^tbiec 
abov'c-mcnlif»fted great men bavc'buili not 
only tb* fiist fo«ndatif>n, but aboanotbefr 
in medium, between nature and imitation. 

'The diibculty of obtauiing a good taste 
by following nature is gieat, be-' ausc^licie 
ought to be d.sfcrumeut, and wluit is 
called spiritual jiliilosopUy to ilistingui-b 
umong the eo:?»ple\ things of iiatuie, the 
good, the better, and tlie i)est. ^ 

In irniiation it is niOieeasv to ii^akc siicli 
a distinction, Jtinec (uk* knows and coTnpre- 
liend^tlie woiks of men more ea.silv than 
those of natuie. T(#alvi^c tlierefine to 
tfe tniejnanner of imitation, it requires 
not ti^iake an •i)use of it, and to study 
well the woiks of great masieis, as much* 
as they have studied iiatuie, otlici^se one 
might ever leinain suiicaficial a* *n^ve|; 
romprehend well their beautie.s. Sinee 
infants in llieir tender yeais*ought to be 
fid after the niamfcr which agices willi 
tlic weakness of their digestion, uiflil by^ 
increase of age tlie fibres become capable 
of sustaining food more gross and sub'^an- 
tial; thus ought also to proceed the weak 
ness of intellect in a youtli who is a be- 
ginner in the art. One must not give him 
direttly great iindei takings, that is to ^y, 
accustom him in the teginniiig to diffi- 
cult tbini*s, and greft ideas; for by such 
bis iiiulei standing would become errn- 
iieous, and* confoi^ided; besides it would 
give^him presumption and^iridc, the young 
beginners being often carried a^'ay by the 
vanity of thinking they know all that which 
their masters would tgach them. A pupil

in the beginning ought, therefore to be fed 
with tlic most puic an^ simple arliihentof 
the art; that is, he should be given the 
most pci feet works of the most celebrated 
professors ; ^and how to judge of, and dis* 
linguisli thesf wb shall show hcieafter, 

^Tbc principar /Itiint fs, that heshouldt 
ne\er see, nor miicli less i mi late in the 
lw?giiiipng, ugly ayd impel feel work.s. lie 
ouL:]ii only to‘iinitaic the beaut*j|^il, and to 
imitate it e\ai-lly without eiitei iu^ into the 
caiisc'of its licauty. By this method he 
wil^accpiiie a precision ^id justness of the 
•eye, w'hieh is the insTrumeiil ynd most ne- 
cessary requisite of all the ait. \Vlieii]ie 
is arrived to that point, lie will begin to 
reflect Vitli wisdom and disieimueiU on 
the v.'orks of greaj pvofe^ROi>* ^cateliing 
dilij^ntly their idea.s aiul pioti\es; wdiicli 
be wifi do in tlic folltiwing manner: for 
e\aiif|)le, lie will review' all the wmks of 
Raphael, tVirrcggio, and 'i’itian, e\amin- 
ing w'hntever be fimU biaiiliful* in eaeli^ 
|^]>ainting; and when be ‘^ees in the w'oiks 
of each of^tbem some ])rtils aml*lhingij 
always well executed and ptaTgeb d, it will 
host proof that such patts have been the 
principal object and choice of that pio- 
fcs‘or. I'lie other parts w bicli he sc.'cs e.\- 
ecufiMl end perfected in an infiTif*r (Ugii c, 
wull show, that tho-.e parts have not l>een 
llieir priiu ip il olijcet ; th.erefyrc one ought 
not to look for taste, outlie caifte of beauty 
in thrfn. I’liereaic tlnyefoie in painting 
two jirincipa^ parts which dAiw'lc beauty, 

* which aic form and colour, and to the first 
also !k longs the cljmc-cdiscure. 

By the form, f;ne defines all the f.xpres- 
sioi^ of tltt^di fie rent human passions, Und 
b>woIoui', all the' (luaTities of^things ; that 
ds, the haul and i^oft, the humid dry, 
&c. Rajiliarl possesses cx|'ression in the 
ino.Nt perfect degree, which is ilk* caksc of 
the beauty of his w'orlA; and which is to 
h»fi/iind in the wlu'l(*, as well in the most 
beautiful as the infcM ior. 

He lias also t<slour**d bis cia re-obscure 
sometimes well erjiugh, and at other times 
very competently; but this khid of beauty 
appears* not in his works as studied, but 
onijr by way ©f iinitatiDn of nature; for 
which reason it ^ only ryL*ccssai'y to seek 
and learn from him the part of expression. 
Expression is peifcct, if for instance, in an 
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historical l aintins;, a man cholepc^ jocose, 
melancholy, or of sothcr such pa8:>ions, is 
represented w'th such respectively, and 
which are expressed in that proportion 
and measure which the subject it repre- 
sents requires ; so that qpe may know the 
history from tlAi figures, without heiup 
trompclled lo explain the histoiy of those 
figures. IJ in the safii^ manner cite it- 
views the, works of Correggio, one 8|jian 
observe*miK'h mote attracti<9n than in any 
other painter. 

It is neces^ry^^egrlbre to know in arhat 
consists thi'Wi* traction. Painting becomes 
aitractive by means of the eyes, and these 
find their pleasuieiii repose. To procure 
them therefore this repose, and that aHrac-*j 
tion, nothing in paint ing is better adapted 
thgp clare-ob^cure nt^d harmony. Ihesc 
requisites form th^ principal part of Cor* 
reggio. * If a {erson observes all his ^orks, 
he finds in the whole these parts. In the 
mean tfme that Kc seeks to repose and 
please the eye, he finds also^ grandeur ot 
featui*es, and because all little parts arc 
more fastidjnus to the eye than tho<e which 
are great, this therefore is the cause <A%is 
beauty. Titian lastly sought truth, but i^ot 
after the same manner as lUphaeL ffe 
represenK'f^ man entire, and princF||>ally 
the mind, the sentiments, and the paasions. 
Jitian sought truth only in matter, as well 
in man as iii any lOther thing; therefore 
he applied himself to express th^ being 
and quality* of things witla those colours 
which arc adapted to them, and he suc-*{ 
cceded wonderfullV. In his works every 
thing*has those colours which it properly 
ought to have. -The flcsfi • wliicff he 
painted apiieai's to have blood, fat, humi- 
dity, ciUficlcs, and veins ^ by which he pro* 
duced that great appearance of truth.— 
Thistis therefore the part one ought to 
study in him, and which will be found in 
all his woiks, aswclNn the most perfeclas 
ipjhc inferior.^ 

These a'C the causes of^thc effects, and 
of the beauties of theses three great men; 
and by this*f same method one ought to 
seek beauty and the causes of it* in any 
•thcr great paintei*. W e have shown wlfat is 
that metliod, wjien lilvc slud that one 
must study, or obser^ what is constantly 
found in the works of a master. Jn this 


manner one becomes capable oif compre« 
bending thef niotfltes which arise frdth 
their natural sentiments ; and now we shall 
explain how we have been able to form of 
tyese sentiments a proper taste. It is ^nc- 
: cessary to know that these three men were 
learned, anA*posscsscd a kind of philosof 
phfbal understanding, as we have already 
said upon another occasion ; from which 
lliev comprehended that man could not be ' 
perfect in all his part«i, for which reason 
they choSe earh of them, those separate 
parts iq qfhich they believed consisted the 
greatest peiiection, and by which thef 
could dnove and ^please first J^emsclves, • 
and next other people. All ^he three 
therefofe^have the same end in view, which 
is to 'please, and to move; but no onefcan 
succeed in this intent in ma’Ierial works, if 
lie does not show the caus( of this pleasure, 
and that this effect had been produced in 
himself by a similar cause in nature. This 
is exactly the case with the afoiesaid pro- 
fessors. They expressed that which they 
felt ; and as each of them took a part pe- 
culiar to himself, and different from tli6 
others, from this arises the propriety of 
their rcapgctiyC genius. It was necessary 
that *SRaphael should have^had moderate 
passion^ and an ardent spirit, whieji pro- 
duced in him ideas full of expression, and 
made him fiipl pleasure in all whi^h 
bad much significance, f ii Correggio, one 
finds a spirit mild and soft, which gave him 
an avBiuon to all that which is too power- 
,fu] aalftxpressivjEi; and made him choose 
only such parts as were pleasing and ten- 
der. Titiaif lastly had less spirit than even 
those two, and moiA of materiality; so 
that he felt and chose only tli^ parts of na- 
ture. Raphael for that reason always re- 
mained the first of the three. 

1 have said in the beginning, that taste 
arises from knowing how to choose some 
parts, and*to reject others which have not 
their necessary quality; and in this, taste 
in the arts is lik% that of the palate, be- 
cause we call sweet, tour, bitter^ &c. those 
things which have fio other flavour, and in 
which the same is finmd predominant; 
also in the art8,*a work is said to be pleas- 
ing, true^ significant, &c. always when 
these qualities are not embarrassed and 
confused, but when one of them predomi* 
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Elates, and all that is useless is therein 
rejected. 

Thus Raphael in tM inv(Aition of his 
^frk, began directly by an expression of j 
style which never moves an^ member when 
it is not absolutely necessary for assistii^g 
thal Expression. On the contrary, he 
eicver gave to any figure or in^ihber a stroke 
of t)le pencil without some motive, wlflch 
is subservient to the principal expression. 

I In the human figure every thing, even to the 
least movement, is subservient in th^ works 
of Raphael to a principal motive j from 
which having rejectccT all that lias no 
Expression, his works are full of ex pres- 
•‘sivc taste. ^ The caus^ therefore* why 
the works^of Raphael do >iot please all 
people equally at first sight, is, tl);)t their 
bcaitties arc founded oA reason, not 


solely ill appearance ; so that they aie not 
felt at first, sight, but only when thev have 
penetrated into the imagination, and many 
persons arc of a penetration so feeble, that 
they do not pei ceivc any thing of the beauty 
of that greahpaintcr. 

Since Raphael^ principal object was ex- 
psession, he has given fo each figure a ’ 
different expression and significance, ac- 
cdrdiflg as tlie hiitory of his pointing re- 
quired; and possessing this exp.essiqn in 
alithe^parts eSf painting, this has^ecome 
his natural and peculiar tjiste. In the same 
maraier, that is, in lyav^g and rejecting 
&11 that is useless, and imt subservient to the 
pi incipal object, Correggio has acquired^ 
'j^ratclul jind pleasing taste, and Titian that 
I of truth. 


ON TJLiE ARTS ARE COMMONLY CALLED 

THE JMITATfFE ARTS. 


It is the lot of the maxims of cc\|ebratcd 
writers, to be blindly recei*Td bj^most of 
their successor#, and to be a ttiousand fimes 
repeated for no other reason than because 
they issued from the jfEn of a sublnnc ge- 
II its. Oiif of these doctrines is the posi- 
tion of^ristotlc, ^lat all poetry consists in 
imitation, and this maxim has been so often 
reverberated from author to author||that it 
a])pears to be a kind of temerity tcymspute 
it; for almost all the philosophers and cri- 
tics who have written on poetr 3 % music, and 
painting, far as they4rc from agreeing on 
various pointj, coincide however in •con- 
sidering them as merely imitative arts. • It 
must, nevertheless, be evident to every ^nc 
who examines what passes in his own heart, 
that if he is moved by the most exquisite 
productions of poetr3i, music, ancf painting, 
the reason of it is to be sought in some 
cause very different from Imitation, be that 
cause whatever it wifi. M. le Batfeux, a 
French wi iter, has endeavoured to prove, 
that all the fine arts may be referred to one 
common prijficiplc — imitation. Noiwiih- 
standfng what be advances respecting 
painting, it is however probable, that 
poetry and music have a nobler origin; 


anckif the earliest language of mankind 
was not at the same time.poctical and mu- 
sical, so much at least is certain, th'at in 
count) ies where no species of ifnitaaioii 
secrui to be much admired, poets and mu- 
sicians are yet produced by natpre and art.^ 
Thus, among certain A^hometdn nations, 
in whic^ sculpture and )jaintin^ arc pro- 
hibited by law, •and dramatic |metry of ail 
Eiiuls is totally unknown, the pleasing 
arts of expressing thLpa.'fXions in verse, and 
ofstrengthening this expression by melody, 
are ccfllivatftf with grcat^cnthusiasin. \^c 
^shall here endeavour to prove, ^lat thniipli 
iwetry and music qre certainly ca^aijle of 
imitating the Inanncis of men and vat ions 
objects in nature, yet that thcii ftroixcest 
effect is by no means produced by iiriita- 
tioif but by a totally different piipclple, 
which must be sought in the in most reccypa 
of the human hca+t? 

Befoie we enter 'Upon an in/rpstigation 
of this subject, it is necessarf to define 
with prcff/ioii what we mean ^ by poetry 
and tnusic ; and this definition we cannot 
give till we have nr.Acle a fevs previous ob- 
servations on their origin, their mutual 
relations, and their diffeiences. 
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Poetry appears to have' been orij^inally 
nothitvg; more than the lively and energetic 
expression of luittfan passions* of pleasure 
and of pain* of Jove and of hatred, of admira- 
tion and of anger, sometimes pure and iin- 
mixed, at otheis variously liTodified and 
^ CQiTihiiicd. For ^f we Mafte’ notice of the 
voice and Jiccent of a person under tfie 
influence of a violcnt«f>assion, we ol^scrj^e 
in them s'hraething that approaches very 
near to <»adeiicc and mcasurA^ This, ft is 
worthy of remark, is the Case wi4h the 
speech of an in^pasSloned orator whose 
tafents are principally occupied with prais^ 
or censure 5 and horn certain passages in 
Ciccio’ we may collect that the superior 
orators of the ancient Greeks and*llomansJ 
liad 5f khid of rhythm in their language, 
which, though not so (cgular, was u^t less 
melodious than th« rhythm of the poets. 

If lids idea be correct, we may Wiencc 
deduce that ^hc most ancient species of 
song wan devoted the praise of the deity; 

for if we figure to ourselves a being borg 
with bU bis senses and faculties, and en- 
dowed witlf speech and reason, opening 
his eyes in the most delicions plain, to«Q[)n* 
template for the first time the serenity of 
the heavens, the brilliancy of the sun, the 
vercUire «f the fields and forests, the^low- 
ing hues of the Howers, he can scarcely be 
supposed abjc to refrain from breaking out 
into an ent^iusiasnv’f joy, and from pour- 
ing forth his praxes to the creator df these 
wonders, and the author o^his happiness. 
This species of poetry is common to alP 
nations; but as i^ii the most sublime of 
ail, \/aen applied to the proper object, i o 
al^o it has often been shamefaliy aihused 
by Pagans ipad idolaters. Every one k nows^ 
that (hodramatic poetry of the Europeans 
derived its origin from this* same source, 
and^t fiBt consisted of nothing but songs 
in praise of Bacchus; so that the only kind 
of poetic composifion (if we except ^he 
which may in some sense be termed 
in^ativc^ proceeded frorfi a natural emo- 
tion of tlietheart, in which tiiere could not 
poshibly be buy imitation. 

The nex^ source of poetry to* this was 1 
probably love, or that reciprocal imflina- \ 
tibn which natural^ pi^vails between the j 
two sexes, and R grounded on personal 
beauty. Hence originated those chann- 
iug odes and amatc/y pieces which we ad« 


mire in the works of the ancient lyric poets/ 
which, unlike our^sonnets and madrigals, 
filled with silly conceits of daiTs and 
Cupids, arc simple, natural, and tender, 
and consist of«sucli unaffected flatteries 
aAd tender complaints, as could nyt but 
have passed^ between the first loveis in 
stat^ of innocence, before the refineijent 
of society? and the restraint which it intro- 
duced, rendered the passion of love so fierce 
and iii^pctuous as it is said to have raged 
in the l> 9 Som of Dido, And certainly did 
burn in the heart tof Sappho, if wc may 
helieve^ifr own confession. 

Thc*pain which the first inhabitants of 
the earth must ha?e felt on the death of 
their dearest fricfVids and* relatives, gave 
rise io •another ejass of poems; atfi^.>t it 
probably^ consisted of short dirges, and was 
afterwards extended to ciggies. ^ 

When vice began to predominate in the 
world, it was perfectly natural that wise 
atul\irtuoiis men should in the strongest 
manner express their abhorrence of it, and 
give vent to tl^cir indignation against the 
corruptors of their race. I fence originated 
moral poetry, which, as we find, was at 
first vcljjJineiU^iKl severe, but was gradu* 
ally ^ofteffbd Mown into tb^ cold precepts 
of moiality, or exhortations to virfuc. 
Tile re *is every ][ca4bn to conjecture, that 
epic poetry had a similar origin, and that 
the examples of heroes ^nd of were 

exhibited, in order to illustrate *a moral 
truth, by the representation of the ami- 
ablcgidsil of virtue, and the manifold un- 
happy consequences of vice. 

Where tlfen exists vice, which contains 
within itself the quaBlies which excite ab- 
horrence, there also must be hatred, be- 
cause, as Pope assess in his works, and has 
prgveil throughout his whole life, the 
strongest antipathy naturally prevails be- 
tween good and evil. This passion, there- 
tbre, was 'the source Qf that class of poems 
which we very, erroneously denominate 
latires, because (he satires of the ancient 
Homans were nothhig but moral pieces, 
which they denominate SaiurePpOvSat^rap 
to indicate that thef poem, dike a table 
covered with fruits and corn consecrated 
to Geres,itcontains a diversity and Multi- 
tude of phantasies and figures. Hence the 
actual invectives of the ancients were 
culled lauiiif of which we* find loxue px- 
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amj^lcs in Catullus and in the Epodcs »•> 
Ploracc,*\vh{) imitated ttfe pcAiliar me t * 
^ and manner of Archilochus. 

These arc the piiiicipal sources o 
poetpr, and, as we shall ciuU-avour to prove 
of music also. But it will first be neces 
!^y to make some observations on the 
uatiirt of sound, a very fertile ^ubjeft 
. which would require a long treatise, were 
^•c to enter into a minute examination o 
it. Without dilatiiy* on the vibra^^ns o 
cords, or the undiiiatorv motion of the 
air, it will be sufficient for our pu4 |ii)se to 
rftiark, that there is a great dilVeren^c he 
fWeen a conijnoii and a musical soiiiuK It 
consists pii^cipaljy in this, that (he first is 
single like a point, and forms a \Wtple of 
itself, Ijiit the latter, on the contv^iy* is 
always comhiued with oHhcr tones, without 
on that aft:ount ct'asing to he single, like 
a circle, wlueh forms a \Nhole figure, 
though it is composed of a inultitude^of 
points running at equal distance® lound 
one common centre. 1'hesc combinations 
of sounds produced by lltc constituent 
unities of a soiioroiis body, wl ieh are set 
in vilnation at once, aie called Imimo- 
nious, and the whole systcfli. o^ modern 
liarnv)ny is dependent on them ; though it 
would b#casy to prove that this system j 
unnatural, and is renoereil tolerable to 
the ear by habit : for ^^dlen wc only 

strike a pci feet ellbrd upon the harpsi-

The measures of the ancients are said to 
have had a powerful effect on the heart ; 
andf P^tb, wlio adnikits the Doric measure 
into his imaginary republic, on act!ount of 
ifs giavity and Composure, excludes the 
Lydian, for its languishing, soft, knd effe- 
minate chaUcter: not as if a series of mere 
leones had the power of awakening or flat- 
tering the passions; but each of those 
measures was appropriated to a particular 
species o|^ioctry, and a particular instru- 
iiieut, and the principal of them, 'as the 
Doric, the Phrygian, the Lydian, the Ionic, 
the* iEolean, the Locrian, originally be- 
loi^ged to the nations after whom tlfey were 
denominated. Thus the Phrygian mea- 
sure, W'hiq^ was lively and impetuous was 
generally accompanied by trumpets, and 
the My rolydiap, which, if we arc to believe 
Aristoxedus, was invented by Sappho, was 
probably confined to the pathetic and tra^ 
gic style. That the^^ measures were adap- 
ted to poetry as well as music, is demon- 
otrated by a fragment of Lasus, iii which 
Gbsay8,**Jperes and her daughtcrMeliboeap 
the qpnsort of Pluto^ I sing in iEoKan 
measure, full ofgravi^ ^nd Pindar calls 
one of his odes an i^lian hymiL If the 
Greeks qxcclleci' us in their modulations,

of harmonious tones, arranged ic such a 
manner as to please the car. In this point 
of view alone, we must consider. '*be ancient 
Greek music, or endfcavour to form a 
judgment of it from its magic effects, which 
we find recorded by the most respectable 
hktonans and, philosophers. It w'as entirely 
impassioned or descriptive; and so inti- 
mately cofanected with poetry, as never to 
destroy, but always' to strengthen the im- 
pression of the latter. Onr boasted har-

•r as it may be for, an Italian Ti jj 
ccroiie*lo point (fut the gods and goddo'^'^es 
by name to a stranger who applies to hiiii 
for intbrinalioii, and in a shoit lime to 
assemble around him a ,w'hole (JflyiRpusf 
so difHcult it is for the real coi\noisscur to 
jironoiuu e hib opinitui iinincdiatcly, from 
the delusive signs *of the atiiibutes and 
secondary ojijccts. Whoever has sc*eii ihoi 
fragments and relies inua Up in the char- 
iiei-housc of antiques of a Cavaccjipi#and 
observed the carelessness with which arms, 
heads, and legs are attached tg mutilated 
statues, and when they happen not to fit, 
how the most manifqftly indispensable 
muscles are cut awayj^ will certainly regard 
with suspicion the ergative power of the 
moderns, with whjch they call to life he- 
roes and gods at pleasure. None of the 
niosF celebrated statues was found in a 
state of perfect preservation, tui was de- 
ficient cither of the legs, the head, an arm, 
or a hand. It depended cm the will of the 

artist who first ficx)ai|ed them Tfur sale, or 

• • 


of the pro|)riefor \v*ho ei'nplo3icd some artist 
to complete them accioiding ^to his paiti- 
cular*vie\v>, what god sluml^ he formed 
out of them, hnd with what attiibute this 
piincipal idea should be suppoited. 

Supposing that a stafue weie found iin- 
injujed in its paits or that these parts 
though claTnagcd, mie^t ca.-,ily he collected 
and adjusted, still it is sdmeffcnes difficult 
•to decide immediately whether figure 
was designefl foivi god or a hero, or if ibis 
he iiscei tiiincd, which ^f the god^ or hcioes 
it represents. For the repiescntations on 
afitique monuments, as well as upgn coins, 
cameos, and engraved stones, or the jjRwo- 
rclievQs of saico^Tliagi and iiiiu, which are 
less subject todeefty* often th^w the ablest 
connoisseur into the same perplexity, — ► 
There are, it is true, general t^ns by which 
to recognize them, but*they are liable iu 
the applicati«m tl numberless cxcepiio*ns. 
Thus, for instance, a naked figure, with- 
out any other attiibiites, is rather taken for 
a prize-fighter than ^ god ; because the 
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ancien^ very seldom represei^ed their 
gods without a mautle thrown over their 
shoulders. Few figures appear in a sitting 
or lying posture^ most of them are stand- 
ing; hence it is imagined that reclining 
figures belongedf to Olympus rather ^laii 
others* in order to expressrthe sweet repost* 
of the gods. This is dikewise said to be 
particularly represented fey the aim thrown 
over thc^iead in Hercules and ApoMo. 
l^ucian makes mention of a« Merci\ry in 
this position. But the many reclining 
figvres on saacofhngb are evidently de- 
signed for schnething else than gods, and 
r^resetit nQ, other than the persons i e- 
posing within them. It was formerly be- 
lievedv that| all figu.ies holding a patera^ 
represented priests or pCj^tesses ; hut ^nce 
god#and goddesses Jiave been found ^ with 
this appendage, it has become of piore 
dubious impoi^. 

^ v{f it is /noreoker recollected, that among 
the ancients it was a very common prac- 
tice to/:au$c their pictures to be dmwn in 
the habits and attiibutes of some chosen 
god or goddess, and that the most evident 
proof of this is afforded in pai licnlar* ty 
the snxill bronzes which pass for Lares and 
Penaifs\ Jt will still remain a ques^on, 
even when* the attributes are expresseft 
with (he greatest precision, whether the 
ipkork is desired for the figure of the deity 
in general, or to perpetuate the plysiog- 
nomy of a bdioved object. ^ 

The experienced eye of an artist, or of 
a connoisseur who a^uired experience 
by practice and by associating with artists, 
wiU, indeed, easily be abltfe^o jiulge, 
whether a statue ^reJVcacnts a Hercules, a 
prizc-fi^terf a Mercury» or an Apollo.^ 
But llie numerous shatles pf strength, 

youth^ agf, and muscles* softly or hai^hly 

expressed, which gilPidt* the eye in the mas- 
culine body, arc on iho other hand dciiijd 
14 in ferrtale figuses. 'Fhev are, in general, 
citfeeK half or ectirch.\qJotIied, always 
young, and^’ery much hke each other in 
the dclicac^of the contour. Since, in 
these, the head is as seldom attached to its 
proper trunl^as in statues of male qlia- 
racters, but is in*general borrow'cd from 
totally different figures, elfther in tlie whole 
or in the most impor&^Ot parts, as for in- 
itancc the nose antf the lips, which gre 
iven sometime the workmanship of a 


modern artist, the physiognomy, in this 
case, will not* mueft assist the judgment. 
In like manner the other extremities, 
which exhibit the attributes, are in most 
instances extremely suspicious, because 
they are almost always new and joined to 
the rest. ► Aifiong the whole multitude of ^ 
the fejiresfntatives of Diana, Ceres, ¥o« 

S iona, Fortune, Abundance, of Atalanta, 
acchautes, Amazons, Nymphs, and Mu- 
ses, thchz are very few ^2hich, considered 
as statues of the ancjpnts, deserve celebrity 
for the cfialities ascribed to them. 

Some«)f them, however, cannot fail to * 
be ad\1intageousl}^ distinguished by all * 
^*iovers of antiques, /o^r the intripjiic merit 
of the wmi:manship, xnd the truth of the 
attributes.. A Diftna Venatrix, for ‘in- 
stj^nce, with exquisite drapery, was till 
lately to be seen at Florencfe; but tKc finest 
specimen was jjrcscrvcd in the Villa Pani- 
fili, Rome. A stat<uc of her, in short 
garments, was kept in the Galeria Giusti- 
iiiana ; and another, in a long dress, in the 
Campidoglio, at* Rome. T^\2 so highly 
celebrated Diana of Versailles does not, 
however,* deserve to be noticed heie, on 
account ^f»th%^nany new additions that 
hav? been made to it. The same observa- 
1 tion unfortunately ajjjdies to the beawtifnl 
Diana Lucifera, tvhich was so highly ac]^- 
mired in the C^m})idoglio collecti^^^he 
has a veil over her bead,Svhich tliu wind 
blows upward from behind. It is greatly 
,to be regretted that we know not what 
part df ffer is old^. the torch, at least, is 
new. Ceres ^has, in general, a handsome, 
oval face. Her attributes are ears of corn, 
heads of poppies, and cornucopias ; but 
Ws these are placed either on her head or 
in her hands, whicfi*parts are commonly 
iievv^wc cannot thence draw any positive 
inference. Her attire, posture, and attri- 
butes scarcyely distinguish her, on coins, 
from. Hope, Abundafice, and Fortune. 
Thill was, moreovor, a character in which 
the Empresses were yery fond of appear- 
ing, as we know fqr certain respecting 
Livia; so that it is impossible to tell' 
whether you have before you tlie portrait 
of some illustrious person, or the ideal 
representation of a goddess. 

The ancients represented Amazons in 
the form of young females of a ferocious 
disposition^* in a Gr<^ian*costuine. Thla 
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very favourite idea with artists occurs ^ 
inore^ frequently in b^sso-retieyos than in } 
statues j by far the most celebrated of! 
fliese was to be seen at the Orti MarteUi, j 
with a quiver under her«arin. The mo!?ti 
brtiiKiful figure of this kind is said *to 
f adorn the collection of tbe^ -Earl of Pem- 
broke. She is represented lying uniter a 
horse, and defending herself against a man 
on horseback. The workmanship is as- j 
cribed to Clcomcnes, who executed the 
far-famed Medi<?can Venus. In the Pa- 
lazzo Cesi, there is a^beautiful^hijure, in 
» a long dress, which goes by this name *, it 
is celebrated for its drapery, ^ind»stili re- j 
mains unrepaired. Epjseopius has given#' 
a represeiitatidh of k*on his thirty-seventh 
plate. This, howevel^^is not an Aihazon, j 
but rather a J^ino Re|;ina. I 

The %lu no Regina, likewise, belongs {o 
tliat class of statues which are often mistaken 
for others. She is distinguished by the di- 
adem on her head, and the majesty of her 
air. A female statue, with uncommonly 
beautiful drapery, has long been celebrated 
under this name in the Ciustiniaiii palace; 
but the too great individuality in, the cha- 
racter of the head, which itotalj^fdisagiees 
w^th the repAJsentations of that g<?ddess, 
afford# room to ponjcctiirc that jt is the 
portrait of some persc?ri •f imperial rank, 
l^ie fjgyJe, larger than life, mentioned 
under dthis namii by Perrier, is perhaps 
rather, an inspired muse. The Juno Re- 
gina often resembles the Venus Ccclestis, 
and the restorer often q[iakcs oxft tliH 
old trunk either the one or the other at 
pleasure. * 

Jcinolianuvina, sft she was worshipped at 
Land vium, i^tands in the Campidoglid, with 
her garments drawn Above her head.' In ; 
her hand she liolds a patera ; the arsn Is 
bare, and the drapery extremely beauti-| 
ful. . j 

Among all the prdductions of antiquity, 
there is, perhaps, but , 0 De specimen»of 
Atalanta with Hippomcnes, and this is the 
groupc iib the Barbcrjni palace. She is 
represented running, with her garment 
loosely flying abodt her hips. Hippo- 
men^, who is quite naked; has just over- 
taken her. Under this name Perrier has 
given a figure from the Palazzo Della Valle, j 
which is called Atalanta, because it can- ! 
ndt be either a nym^h dr a Diana. A ; 


similar one, from the Cesi palace, is to be 
seen in Sbndrart. ^ ^ 

Those figures which arc now exhibited 
under the name Bacchante®, were, pro- 
bably, mar^ of them designed by their 
oiiginal artists for totally different charac*. 
tjsrsl It was a subject for which the an- 
cients hqil an extraordinary predilection^ 
because il left a wi Je field for art to intro- 
duce many bdautiful and diver^iped posi- 
tions. They»are commonly distinguished 
by a Kloating garment, dishevelled hair, a 
thyrsus ^nd grapes^in their hands or upon 
their laps. They ari selSom^met witlf as 
statues, but occur much more frqqueivtky 
on relievos and gems. On siPcophagi and 
altars scarcely any thing but the history of 
Bacchus u represenJedr^They a‘>e in general 
clotbed, the arnn\baie, and through the 
garm-ent appear all the contouis of* the 
bodv»; with one hand they often^hold up 
their drapery, as may be sjen in Perrier. 
These figuies arc morerf*are in Jbiig dre^aA, 
^sucli as the Bacchante in the Capitolio, 
who is euvefoped in the Bassai*a, Ur long 
garment, from which Bacchu^ Received the 
nctfijie of Bassareus.* The beautiful heait 
which Winkelmann, misled by a passage in 
EairipiSes, made into'a Lcucothea, niust by 
c^hefs be taken rather for the head of a 
Bacchante. * ^ 

To this subject applies thq oft-repeate^ 
remark, that the repai^-s of inddern artiste 
have (fften transformed nymph, dancer, 
or other figure, into a Bacchante, by the 
^extremities and attributes which they haive 
attached to them. * * 

The sam^ observations hold good witl^ 
respCct to tfic articles, fortune, Abu ndaijic, 
Pomona, which it is inutbssilije to distin- 
guish from a Cerqs. On coins, nf<^ell as 
in statues aivd small bronzes, it is often 
plaiiHy perceptible, thrjt the hrnd of the 
portrait represents some particular person, 
and in ino*«t cases th^ individual may be 
identified by the characters witll whiyh 
thccabjncts of iflddals give us aji acquaint- 
ance. • \ w 

Of all the Muses togcthcr^4p statues, an- 
tiquity Affords us but one spedi^en. They 
arc,* in general, distinguished only by the 
attributes, and oycry body knows h(fw 
dubious is this character.

It wortfil require |<:S^olumc were* we to 
enter upon only^a cursory e4:amination of 
the many naked fcmalq statuej which 
have always passed for representations 
of Venus, or of those dressed in the long 
which havebeed sold for Minervas. 

These few observations will be sufficient 
to convince tbejover of antiques of the ‘ 
difficulties which may aris^ in deciding 
whether this or that antique figure orsta- 
i tue is genuine jor not. A real artist or 
skilful connoi^eiir will noU remain long 
in doubt whether the work in the whole^is 
ancieutir moderp ; tnd this contrasAievcr 
appeal's more striking than whe^ the ah- 
cient and the* modern mixe<^wi*onc 
•and the same collection, as at Sans Souci. 
But it is much more difficult to decide in 
^uch^pocformancqji as have undergone re- 
pairs, where the’^one ends and the other 
begins; whether a head formerly be- 
longed to the same taunk; and in p^rti- 
^ticulw in female figures, what precise cha- 
racter was given tc4be figure by the ori- 
ginal artists, These redintegrations have 
not always been executed by botchers, 
but often hy \hc greatest masters of modern 
times, as by AVTlliamaDella Porta, in the 
Fajnese Hercules, and others who deserved 
to be placed by tne side of the ancients.

* EXAMINATION OF THE QUESTION, 

Whether Cimabue was the Original Restorer of Painting in Italy 9 


V AS ART assert';, that the art of painting 
^was lost among the Italians from th€f time 
of the Kiiiperor Co^istantine, till it ifras rc-^ 
vived by Cimabue, at florcnce. Misled 
partly by the praises lavished* on Gimabuc 
^Ihd (liotto, by Dante, BoccacciO| ami Vil- 
Wnir and partly by the assertion of Vlisari, 
all the artist^ and ^onnoi^seuis looked upon 
those two painters as first rcsrtNrey! of 
the arfj till almgst a century after A^asari, 
the Chevalier Ridolfi, ai^d after him Count ' 
Charles C%;sar Matvasia, Maffei, and Mu- 
ratori proved, that, prior to Cimabue, the 
art possessed masters at Venice, at Bologifti, 
and ill Lombardy, who ^ycre either little 
inferior to Cimabue, or even surpassed 
him. jVbout thi%time Balcfiiiucci wrote i 
at Florence his Notizits de Professor i del 
dlseff/io, and took great pains to vindTcate, 
in this, work, the fame of the^Floi-fiftiints, 
the ewiltation of wliich was his and Vasari's 
chief obj€et, against* th% claims of* the 1 
Vcnc^an*;, the Bolognese, ai/d inliahitants 
of otne^^yy^, and consequently to esta- 
blish the veiacity of Vasari j and he af last 
gained th% advantage, that his opinion, 
and the ancient prejudice, obtained gene- 
ral currency in foreign coiftitrics, w6cA 
fkis and Vasari's'woiks had an asjpnishing 
circulation, and likewise among such per- 
sons in italy who, withSut farther exami- 
nation, 'believe those to be in the right wl&i^ 
are determined to Iiave thfTast word. 

Nevertheless, it will not be difficult to* 
prove that, during the whole of the middle 
ages, and even at the time of the Cloths and 
J Lombards, Italy was hot destitute of 
painters. Thcodoric, King Qf the*(joths, 

^ took all possible precaution to preserve the 
ancient productions of art^ to embellish 
the towns by the erectiju of magnificent 
new edifices, anS by repairing the old — 
During tl\f reign of this monarch, consi- 
derable works in sculpture, and even of an 
^entirely new composition, were produced^ 
of which those that in the opinion of many 
represeat the Emperof Ju^inian^ and are 
SupwlemenL^yolo IVn 
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sti!l priAerved in tl!e villa lof th^^rincely 
family of Jusytiiani, near Home,# confer 
great honour o« the sixth century. Hence 
it may fairly be con^uded, th^t the- art of 
painting, and its profcssoi?, ^rc held m 
great honour aud request by Vhe Gotlii^ 
sovciVeigns. Among the royg^est^lish* 
Inenl, of j^vliich a statement is given by 
Cassiodorus, wc find no. ex press# mention 
of a p^^ntcr, hut ai^rtift in mosaic work 
occurs. ^ And what kindqf painter can tiffs 
be, but^ one who composes his pictures 
either with natuially colour^ stones or 
artificially coloured piece^of ? •Y^oc^ 
not this species of painting, as well as that 
inVolours, require design, light and shade, 
j perspective and imitation of lAturc? If 
then mosaic woiks wew cxecutecl*at the 
courts of the Gothic Kings, this is suffi- 
cicntfecvidencc that, in their times, the*art 
of painting in general, and mosaic \^rk^u 
; parlftular, were there esteemed ahd prac- 
tised. Probably this kind of painting had 
arrived at such perfection as to* f^ivc it a 
preference to any other. J^oliannes Dia- 
conus assures u$,^hat a mo6aLc.qff ctiirc of 
th^Transfigiiration of Christ, wliieh .John, * 
bfshop of Naples, caused ^ be executed 
for the church of St. Stephen in that cRy, 
was a pr^igy §^ai*t. But proofs arc not « 
wanting, that at the tin^i cW" tl^ GothP 
th^re were painters who used the pq^il, 
thoiigh wc are jgnoAnt of llicir names, 
^nd nonaof their profluctions areiio^v 
taut. Independently of otfler .testimonies 
which might be adduced, ^verc we to exa- 
mine tlie chronicles of those times, 1 ^lall 
*cite those of Anastaidiii^y the librarian, an^ 
the above •mentioned ^chronicles M Jo- 
hannes Diaconus. Thq formerSdates that 
Symmachus^ bishop of Home, o^orated 
the chuijph of St. Paul, in that efty, with 
paintings; and the latter says, ^ that Vin*- 
ccutius. Bishop of itaples, caused his 
dining-room to be painted all round. 

Thus JVC know of paintii^gs, in the time 
of the Lombai'ds, which were esAcuted la 
F 
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colours as well as m mosaic wfi’k. Anas- 
tasias mentions a multitude of pictures of 
both descriptions, with which the Popes 
Honorius, Severinus, Sergius, John VII. 
Gregory III. CalUstus, Zacliary, Paul 1. 
and Adrian L adornpd^the churclies of 
4 Rome. Ill the begj^niing of the seventh 
century, the above-mentioned Jbhn,ehishop 
of Na|\^|, cpiused the so called consigna- 
toriujnl or the hall in which the ifcwly 
baptized received confirmation, to be paint- 
ed, and the bisbdp R^paratus had paintings 
ihade of tymself aW his predecessors jn 
ic^he sge of Ravenna. In the eighth cen- 
tury, Pofo XT. abbot of Monte Casino^ 
caused the church of St. Michael to be 
cmSellisKled with paintings, with verses, 
s^me of which are^Cited by Lee Marsi- 
canus, inscribed beneath them; and about 
the y6ar706, Stephen, abbot of Siibiacum, 

^ had the chit^ch of his convent decorated 

a similar manner. 

It must not, however, be imagined, t,bat 
thc*art was cultivated only ¥n the counli ics ! 
under Gtreek supremacy, or perhaps only 
by Gr&k masters, Tfor it was also p*‘actisc(i 
in the kingdom of the Lombards. Queen 
TKeodolinda caused the martial aeftievo- 
of the Lombards to be pained in 
her palace at Monza. Petrus Diaconns 
relates, that from these pictures helearned 
bow thf ancient Lombards were dressed. 
TTie unknown author of the Chronicle of 
Salerno, likewise niakca mention of a pic- 
ture of Aiigisius, Duke of Beneventoi^of 
the eighth c^turyf which ^vas shewn in 
tHe year 787 ta Charlemagne, in a church 
: at Capua. So likewise fnarc w»'.s in the 
‘^choir of, the cRuich of- St. Ambrose, at 
Mjjan, a picture representing the bish6ps’ 
suBVagans to that archie|>iscopal calhedrtal, 
\n the order in whith they iisc(^ to sit at 
provincial . synods. The learned Count 
Giulini, who r<filates this, maintaii^ upon 
yefy plausible grounds, that the piece in 
^jucstloii was execut4[5d about the conclusion®! 
of the\sevepth cei\fiiry. • 

HeRee/.ve find, that, under the Goths 
and Lo/nbards, the popes, Jjisliops, and 
abbots Wcrcj^as far as we know, almost the 
only persons who patronized the art of 
paintingMJ^d affoVded employ ineht to it&j 
professors. This was likewise the case in 
the succeeding ages. A great niimber of 
moiaic aid other pictures were executed 


in the ni&th century, by the command of 
Leo III. \<)f* whom it ^ worthy of Kemark, 
that he caused glass windows to be paint^’d, 
and that these were the firat woiks of the 
kind, as far as we know,) Stephen^ IV. 
Eugene IT. Qregory IV. Sergius II. Leo IV. 
N,^diolas ^ and Adrian II. for various 
churche* at Rome. The librarians of the 
Romish church, Anastasias and Will iapi, 
by vniom this is related, and who saw the 
paintings of the abov .'-mentioned popes, 
express themseUes with admiration of 
their ‘tjcauty. Respecting the tenth cen- 
tury all. ive know is, that Pope Formosiis 
caused the pictcircs in the «‘hurch of SI. 
Peter to be restored. 

Difrfug the sjyj; J^period, the bis'hops and 
conyetits gave a gfjod cleaj* of employment 
to painters, Paul, bishop of Naples, in the 
last years of the eighth, and his successor 
Atlianasius, in the ninth century, embel- 
lished various clfurchcs with pictures, 
which arc mentioned with high encomiums 
on their bc.'Uity by Johannes Diaconus. 
At the conefu^ion of tbe tenth century, 
thicc monks of the convent of Far fa, with 
thcir^aldiQt, built a churcli, and decorated 
itBcxtfrnaWy as well as intenuilly with 
paintings; probably in imitation the 
monks of MonterGasino. In th^’middleot 
the tenth centurv, the latter adorned their 
magnificeflt church, erectcclo.ahnjLit one 
hundred years beforts with pictures, and 
had the floor befoie the alt'.r of their 
funder inlaid w'ith pieces of marble of 
different colJiirs. Many such like works 
of art, erccuted during this period in Italy, 
would undoubtedly have been upon re- 
yjrd, had not the writers of those ages been 
, more intent op collecting religious legends 
than useful information. Muratoii gives 
an account of a multitude of other mosaic 
pictuies, and makes mention of a manu- 
script of the tcntli century, .in the library 
of the cathedral of Lucca, which treats of 
the different* ways of working in mosaic, of 
plating metals, and other subjects of that 
kind; which r^flbids no nie..*n proof that at 
this time the ItaPans paid some attention* 
to those arts. 

With these facts before our eyes, it is 
impossible to doubt that the art of painting 
was practised in Italy till the tenth century^ 
The only objection which possibly be 
made is, that the above-mentioned per- 
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fonnances- \vcre 
Greek artist,. This .s asserted 
those-who arc of qptnfen 'v.»h Fasari 
tfaldinucci, that the art of j

As the passage of that* chronicler is the 
jJjJef support of our opponents, \fc ^lust 
enter into a more minute examij|atiftn of 
it. Leo relay's that Desitlcrius, abbot of 
the convent* of ^loi^^e. Casino, erected 
there (jn*the eleven th^^ury) a fifa§^i> 
ficeiit temple, a%d that Jic sent formrtists 
from Constai)tiiU)plc to execute the mcTsalc 
work, ancl^to lay tlie floors with square 
pieces of marble of ditTcrent colours, be- 
cause these arts had bc^ii lost in Italy f*r 
fne huuflred years ; and (.hat he might re- 
store this advantage to his nation, he caused 
several youths to !*c instructed in it. But ; 
docs this prove that the art of painting was i 
lost in Italy? Admitting that the jfrt of 
painting in mosajc is really ^SudWfto^in 
this lAssagc, it would only follow, tl^it one 
branch oT painting, ^ndmot^the art itself, 
had become ^extinct But we have seen 
that pictures ^veic {irodflccd in dif- . 

ferent parts of Italy, in each of th^^pre- } 
ceding rcrflurics; without finding any men- * 
tioii that they were the w^rks of CJ^cek 
jnasters. Conse<iuenily the chronicler can j 
eitliei not l)c speaking here of Abe art of | 
mosaic nainting property so called, or only 
of its application to whole walls and arcls^s, 
as it is p'.obablCthat till thj^ time none but^ 
detached moveable pictures in mosaic had 
been executed in Itah'.

the second had th'6 submission of 4hoEm||^ 
peror Lothair II. epneerning which the 
Emperor Fredfsric Barharossa complaiMed 
to the above-mentioned pope, rt^resented 
in th^ J^atevan palace. vWilliaiii,^Kjng of 
Sicily, likewise caused his private chapel 
to Ix^embcllished with^ pictures in mosaic ; 
and nei^ier Romualdus, archbishop pf 1^- 
leriK?, who" relates this, nor thd above* 
mentioned chronicles, even hint that these 
performances were executed I’y Greek 
artists. • * ^ ' 

It was not, however, in the sout^ of Italy 
and at Rome alone, that the art of painting ^ 
was practised at thaU perirsd among the 
Italians, but likewise in Tuscany, in Lcm- 
bardy, iwid at*"fcnice. Even the names • 
of the Italian paiiUcrs ^gitf now to b?
